i HREE MEN HOLD CARROLL 


JAIL AGAINST MOB OF 500| 
ICARROLL COUNTY JAIL: 


George Bennett Killed and Tom 
Smith Wounded in Effort To 
Lynch tke Williams, 
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MERRILL, HAMRICK AND 
FLETCHER THE HEROES 


Mob eae Jail, But Fell Back 
Under Fire—Troops Sent from 
-, Alanta to Carrollton and 
Murderer Brought 
to the Tower.

Carrollton, Ga., 7.—(Special.j— 
George W. Bennett, who led a mob of 100 
on the jail here today in an attempt to 
lymch Ike Williams, the convicted mur- 
derer of young’Otis Word, fs dead as 
the result of a pistol wound inflicted by 
one of the sheriff's meager posse, and 
Tom Smith, another member of the mob, 
is severely wounded in the shoulder. 

Sheriff Joseph L. Merrill, Senator W. 
D. Hamrick, of this district, and L. Z. 
Fletcher, the sheriff's brother in law, are 
the heroes of the day. Alone these three 
‘withstood the mob of 500 infuriated men 
“who were intent upon having Williams's 
life. 

Which one of them fired the fatal shot 
fs unknown, for they ail fired upon the 
mob, and as they did so the mob, while 
returning the fire, fell back. | 

The crowd. remained around the jail all 
the afternoon, but fearing to make an- 
other effort to get at the prisoner, grad- 
ually dispersed with the quiet threat that 
it would réturn tonight.

o’clock and after a short conferencé be- 
tween Major W. W. Barker and Judge 
Sam Harris, the latter signed an order for 
the removal ofthe negro to Atlanta. The 
militia went up to the jail, formed a 
cordon around the prisoner, who was ac- 
companied by Sheriff Merrill and his dep- 
uty, C. W. Worley, and with these in the 
center of a square they marched back to 
the depot and at 8 o’clock took their 
special train to return to Atlanta. 

Such in.brief is the story of one of the 
most exciting days in the annals of Car- 
roliton. The trouble came up wholly un- 
expectedly, the sheriff having been as- 
sured a short time beforehand that there 
would be no disturbance, and he was un- 


prepared for it. 

But the crowd had gathered in the city, 
expécting a hanging. When it did not 
take place many of ‘them were mad and 
this doubtiess led to the attempt upon ihe 


jail, 

ATTACK WAS UNEXPECTED. 

\ The attack on the jail was wholly un- 
expected by Sheriff Merrill. he 
had reason to feel secure, having been as- 
sured that no effort would be madé to 
create a disturbafice of any kind. 

“TI gaw Charley Word, the father of 
the boy who was killed, about 1) o'clock 
this morning, an hour before the attempt 
to lynch Willlams was made,” Sheriff 
Merrill] said tonight, ‘‘and he assured me 
that there would be no trouble, and that 
if there were any indications of it he 
would do everything in his power to pre- 
vent it. 

“Armed with that assurance I felt per- 
fectly secure and had no thought of trou- 
ble. I had not noticed any signs of a 
mob gathering about the streets, though 
there were a good many feople in town, 
and many of them were gathered in the 
square, about two bdlocks: from the*¥ail,-. 
and there were also a good many around 
the courthouse.”’ 

About noon the sheriff started home 
from the courthouse. His home is in the 
jail building. As he turned the cofner 
by the church, which stands just in 
front of the jail, he noticed a crowd of 
men behind him. Turning as he reached 
the jail, Sheriff Merrill waited for the 
crowd to come up, and as it approached 
it swelled in proportions until there were 
460 or 500 men on the scene. 

Bennett, who was killed, and Word. 
the father of the negro’s victim, were 
leading the mob. As the leaders ap- 
proached Sheriff Merrill spoke to Word. 

“T thought you told me there was to be 
no trouble?” the sheriff said. 

.“] did,” Word replied, “but my friends 
became so wrought up I- conta not re- 
strain them.” P 

This ended. the conversation and the 
sheriff entered his home. Strange to say 
the mob made no attempt at that time to 
stop the sheriff or to demand his keys. 
They let him go on into his fortress 
—, a word of B cdenwts 


In fact, 
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SCENE OF THE TRAGEDY 
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stopped there in passing on his way 
home to dinner. The senator had heard 
there was likely to be trouble and he 
decided to investigate. The _ sheriff's 
brother in law, L. .Z. Fietcher, was the 
only other white man in the building. 

Sheriff Merrill immediately saw. to it 
that all the doors were locked and. he 
and Hamrick and Fletcher went up to 
the north wing of the building and took 
their positions at the | ape of the stairs 
in front of the circufr cage leading to 
the jail proper. 

The mob did not wait long to assert 
itself. But its members did not know 
what they were going against. Senator 
Hamrick was unarmed when he arrived 
at the jail, but Sheriff Merrill soon pro- 
vided him with a pistol. 

The way to the door leading to the 
jail is up a small wooden staircase 
scarcely wide enough for two men. The 
staircase has two right angle turns in 
it and it was impossible for many of the 
mob to get on‘o it at one time. 


Bennett smashed in the wooden door 
leading to this. staircase with a sledge - 


hammer. Throngh this door the crowd 
{ stirged and started up ttre" ‘States: 

Bennétt: was in the -lead, Word was 
behind him and Smith was next. 


The three gthardians of the law fired. : 


Bennett fell backward almost into the 
arms of ‘Word, but managed to steady 
himself and get down the steps. Then 
he walkea@ Sut of the jait and reached 
the sidewalk before growing weak. The 
bullet had entered his abdc@ren end life 
was ebbing rapidly. He staggered and 
friends came to his aid. By these he was 
led, half carried to a near-by drug 
store, where medical. aid was sum- 


moned. Only a few minutes of life were 


left him, and before physicians arrived 
Bennet had died. 
WORD WANTED TO BE KILLED. 

Smith, too, found the atmosphere too 
hot for him and rushed down with a bul- 
let in his shoulder. The firing caused 
the mob to back out of the door, but as 
they retired Word, the father of the 
dead boy, remained standing on the 
steps. He alone had not run when the 
sheriff and his two men fired. 

“T wish you would kill me,”’ said Word 
dramatically, ‘‘I do not know of any bet® 
ter time for me to die than now.” 

Of course no shot was fired at him. 
Finally he went down the steps:and one 
of the crowd retreating caught hold of 
him and pulled him out. 

The door was then locked and _ the 
trouble for the day was practically over. 

It is not known how many shots were 
fired. Bennett had the sledge hammer, 
with which he had burst in the door, in 
his hand when he came up the steps. 
Other members of the crowd were armed 
and fired at random. Nine bullet holes 
were located in the plastering and 
woodwork of the jail after the mob had 
gone out. 

Several shots were fired by members of 
the mob after it had been repulsed, but 
no further damage was done. The mob 
did not make another effort to enter the 
jail, though the crowd remained around 
the building from that time, about 12 
o’clock, until late in the afternoon. It 
dispersed gradually, but not entirely, un- 
til it was known that troops were on the 
way. | | 
CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE 

The negro, Ike Williams, whom the mob 
wanted to lynch, had been convicted of 
the murder of young Otis Word, the four- 
teen-year-old son of Charles Word, who 
lives at Victory, about ten miles south of 
Carroliton. Young Word was killed on 
January ist, and his body was net found 
until January 23d. Ike Williams was the 
last man seen with him, and it was 
known that the boy had some money at 
the time. The body was found finally in 
a pond some distance from young Word's 
home. It was necessary to drain the 
pond off before the body was found. 

The case against Williams was called 
for trial in March, but the state asked for 
a continuance, because some witresses 
were lacking. The case again came up 
about the middie of April. Williams was 
tried, convicted and sentenced to death. 

The hanging was to have taken place 
yesterday under the sentence of the court, 


| anda the people from all sections of Car- 


roll county gathered here to see it. The 
majority of the crowd was composed of 
people from around Victory, south of 
Carrollton, where Word lives. They had 
come here expecting to see a hanging, 
a hanging that they were eagef to see, 
and they objected to being disappointed. 
Judge Harris had granted a supersedeas 
some days ago, but had not passed on the 


, oa motion-for‘e new ttial. ‘This morning he. 


held good until Williams’’s case could be 
taken to the supreme court. 

The people who had gathered were un- 
familiar with court proceedings, and 
thinking, erroneously, of course, that 
something had been done to favor Wil- 
liams, the plan to lynch him was started. 

This accounts for the plan having taken 
shape so quickly. It also accounts for 
the fact that Word was able to assure 
the sheriff that there would be no trouble 


P at 11 o’clock, and then that he assisted in 


leading the mob around the jail at noon. 

Judge Harris stated that there had been 
no delay whatever in the trial of the 
case, and that the action of the mob was 
wholly a surprise to him. He was eating 
his dimner when he heard of the attack 
on the jail. 

TELEGRAPHED FOR TROOPS. 

Sheriff Merrill succeeded in getting out 
telephone messages and had- two tele- 
gTams sent to Governor Candler asking 
for troops at once. 

Judge Harris likewise telegraphed the 
governor as soon as he heard of the trou- 
bie, and a telegram was also aent by 
Mayor H. W. Long: 

The affair had all come up BO Sela | 
that it was impossible for the sheriff to 
get up a posse. It looked as if the mob 
would make another attack on the jail 
at any moment and it was decided neces- 
sary to have troops. 

Many -members of .the mob had been 
tanking up on liquor during the morning, 
and they were in an ugly mood. Mayor 
Long had the barrooms closed as soon as 
there was a suggestion of trouble, and 
they remained closed this afternoon and 
tonight. 

Though the mob began to disperse along. 
in the afternoon, there were quiet threats 
that it would return to the jail tonight 
and carry out its purpose. The arrival 
of the troops on this account is consid- 
ered most timely. 

ARRIVAL OF T-LOOPS. 

The troops sent here from Ati:anta ar- 
rived in Carrollton at 7 o’clock tonight. 
They got here in entire safety, despite the 
fact that members of the mob had threat- 
ened to ditch the train before it arrived. 
This threat was heard everywhere on the 
streets, but no attempt seems to have 
béen made to interfere with the train. 

The troops were lined up in front of 
the depot. Judge Harris, Mayor Long and 
Sheriff Merrill were there to meet them. 
The mob had entirely dispersed at that 
time and the sheriff had left an armed 
posse in charge of the jail. 

After a short conference between Major 
Barker and Judge Harris it was decided 
to send the negro Williams to Atlanta for 
safe keeping, and Judge Harris went into 
the depot and wrote vut the necessary 
order. 

The troops were then marched up to the 
jail, about a quarter, of a mile fram the 
depot. A guard was stationed half-way 
up the road leading to the square and no 
one was allowed to pass. 

Many of the townspeople’ gathered 
around the jail to sgeé the soldiers, bi 
they were all kept at a distance, 

A square of the troops was formed and 
Williams was brought out of the jail 
handcuffed ‘and placéd in the center of 
it: Sheriff Merrill st6G7 on one side of 
him. and Deputy Worley on the other. 

The depot was reached shortly before 8 
o'clock, and at that hour the special train 
pulied out for Atlanta, the soldiers having 
completed their ‘business here in léss then 
an hour. 


STILL DENIES CRIME. 

“Why did you kill that boy?’ I asked 
Williams, when the troops brought him 
up to the train. 

“Tt did not kill him,”’ was the reply. 

“But they convicted you?’ 

“Yes, but they did not tell the truth. I 
saw the boy in the store as they said, bit 
I knew nothing about the killing.’’ 

Williams is a young negro, only about 
twenty-one years of age. He has an open 
and rather frank countenance. 

‘“‘Were you frightened when the mob 
gathered at the jail?’’ he was asked. 

‘It looked rather scary for a while,”’ 
was his only reply. 

Even if the mob had got father into 
the jail, it weuld have been difficult for 
it to get at the prisoner. The entrance to 
the jail is vecured bya circular cage 
which is revolved by means of a lock 
wheel, and. the person entering the jail 
has to go into this cage while some one. 
cutside turns the crank. The person in- 
side is then hiniself securely locked in. 
The cells are of the strongest steel, and 
the mob, altogether, would have had a 
most Gifficult job before it.

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Melily ad Cabinet Ini! on 
Unconditional Acceptance 
of Plait Amendment, 
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UNTIL ISLAND ACCEPTS 
OUR SOLDERS REMAR 


Cabinet Believes Amendment ‘Will 
Be Accepted—Platt’s Letter to 
Cuban Commission Is Made 
Public—Philippines 
Discussed. 


— 


Washington, June 7.—The cabinet was 
rs today discuss- 


ing the Cuban and Philippine situations. 
A communication has been received from. 
Governor General Wood regarding the 
prospect for the unconditional acceptance 
of the Platt amendment, but its contents 
are not made public. It can be stated, 
however, that there is a hopeful feeling 
in administration circles that after the 
first soreness wears off the gonvention 
will see the wisdom of adopting the terms 
of the amendment. The answer to Gen- 
eral Wood is to be sent and the language 
of that communication was under discus- 
sion today. Maintime, the existing status 
in Cuba is to be maintained. No action 
looking to the calling of another conven- 
tion is in contemplation, if the present 
convention should decline to accede to 
our terms. 

‘While no new propositions have yet 
been seubmitted, it is probable that the 
convention will mot accept the Platt 
amendment outright until another propo- 
sition has been made to this government. 
The administration is fully determined 
that the Cubans must accept the Platt 
amendment without quglification before 
there can be any chenge in the status of 
Cuba. 

The programme logéking to the estab- 
lsihment of civil government in the Phil- 
ippines is being formulaté@ in the shape 
of an order which is to ‘be promulgated 
shortly. It ig said that there is ne-defi- 
nite conclusion as te whether the. pow- 
efs of the civil administration willbe ex- 

cused under the general was powers of 
‘tnaresident, or the authority yested in 
‘him by the Spooner éidnent. That, 
however, is considered a matter ef detail. 
The main point fa that the civil admin- 
istration, which will be confined largely 
to the municipalities, will be vested in the 
head of the Taft commission and such 
other officials as may be designated, and 
that they will exercise their functions 
subject to the direct authority of the se- 
retary of war, to whom all reports will 
be made. Civil administration under mil- 
itary supervision, such as is . contem- 
plated, is said not to be anomalous, and 
the civil government in New Mexico and 
the southern states during the early 
stages of the reconstruction period are 
pe? ted to as being substantially anala- 
ge 4 to what is proposed in the Philip- 


 “£es. 
.. Platt’s Views on Amendment. 


During the conference between Secre- 
tary Root and the Cuban commission, the 
secretary wrote a letter to Senator Platt, 
of Connecticut, who introduced the Platt 
amendment, asking for his views relative 


clause of the amendment. Senator P%att 
replied and his letter was furnished the 
commission confidentially by the secreta- 
ry of war, and was incorporated into and 
made a part of the acceptance of the 
Platt amendment by the eonstitutiocnal 
convention. The letter, however, appear- 
ed-in a Havana paper and today was 
made public by the war department. Its 
text follows: 

“T am. in receipt of your letter of this 
date in which you say that the members 
of the commission of the Cuban constitu- 
tional convention fear that the provisions 
relative to intervention, made in the third 
clause of the amendment which has come 
to bear my name, may have the effect 
and in reality establish a protectorate or 
suzerainty by the United States, and you 
request that I express my views of the 
question raised. 

“In reply I beg to state that the amend- 
ment was carefully prepared with the ob- 
ject of avoiding ary possible idea that by 
the acceptance thereof the constitutional] 
convention would thereby establish a pro- 
tectorate or suzerainty, or in any manner 
whatsoever compromisesthe independence 
or sovereignty of Cu nd, speaking for 
myself, it seems imp@ le that such an 
interpretation can be wiven to the clause. 
I beHeve that the amendment should be 
considered as a whole, and it ought to be 
clear on reading it that its well defined 
parpose is to secure and safeguard Cuban 

dependence, and set forth at once a 
clear idea of the frienly disposition of the 
United States toward the Cuban people, 
and the express intention on their part 
to aid them, if necessarp, in the mainte- 
nance of said independence. These are my 
ideas, and although, as you say, I cannot 
speak for the entire congress, my belief 
is that such a purpose was well under- 
stood by that body. ot respectfully 
yours, O. H. PLATT.” 

Cuban Naval Stations Selected. 

The naval surveys which have been in 
progress for some time along the coast 
of Cuba have disclosed the most avail- 
able harbors for coaling and naval sta- 
tions, in case these are established in 
accordance with the Platt amendment. 
Probably the most important points are 
Cape San Antonio, at the extreme west- 
ern extremity of Cuba, and Cape Maysi, 
at the extreme eastern end. 

At Cape Maysi it has be@n found that 
there is a reef running far out into the 
water, and that thee is no suitable har- 
bor within about forty miles from the 
cape. The-bay of Nipe appears to af- 
ford the most available habor in that 
locality. At the other extremity of the 
isiand it has been found that Cape An- 
tonio has no harbors of any kind in its 
immmediate vicinity suitable for a naval 
or coaiing station. This locality is re- 
as eXtremely Important from a 
anes and strategic standpoint, as it

MOORS VISIT KING EDWARD. 


Sultan Sends‘a Special Embassy to 
His Majesty. 


London, June 7.—A special embassy ‘from 
the sultan of Morocco, bearing congratulations 
to King Edward on his accession to the throne, 
created considerable interest on its arrival here 
today. The embassy, which its headed by Kaid 
E! Mehedi El Menebehi, the minister of war, 
rumbers twenty-nine persons, including the 
ambassador's. two wives. When the deputa- 
tion was officially received at the Portsmouth 
pier by Admiral Aldrich and General Sir Baker 
Russell, the reception was abruptly suspended 
to allow the ladies, closely veiled, to pass down

HE LEAPS TO DEATH 


Wih Twenly-One Years’ Impris- 
onment Before Him, Frank 
Rutledge Kills Himself 


SPRANG FROM GALLERY 
10 STONE-PAVED COURT 


Rutledge’s Desperate Deed Was One 
of a Series of Tragedies Which 
Have Followed the Arrest 
of Bank Robbers. 

The Details. 


Toronto, Ont., June 7.—Of the three mett, 
Fred Lee Rice, Thomas Jones and Frank 
Rutledge,extradited from Chicago to stand 
trial for the robbery of a bank in Aurora, 
Ontario, Rice is the only living survivor of 
the trio to serve out the twenty-one years 
imprisonment to which he was sentenced 
this morning. Two tragedies have put 
Jones and Rutledge beyond reach of thu 
law. Jones died from bullet wounds re- 
ceived in a desperate attempt to esoupe 
frcm the officers, who were transferring 
the prisoners from the courthouse to the 
jail last Tuesday, and Rutledge committed 
suicide today by jumping from the gal- 
lery in the jail to the stone court thirty 
feet below. 

The first tragedy which startled the citi- 
zens of this city was the daring attempt 
made ty the three prisoners to escape 
from the constables on Tuesday night. 
While the carriage containing Rice, Jones 
and Rutledge and two constables was pro- 
ceeding from the ‘courthouse to the jall 
ar accomplice threw thres revolvers 
throvgh the cab window. The despera- 
Woes evidently were expecting outside 
help, for they acted promptly. Securing 
possession of the revolvers the three men 
opened fire upon the constables. County 
Constable Boyd was shot and killed. The 
officers returned the fire and Jones was 
wounded in the groin and arm. He died 
at the hospital. A street car conductor, 
whose car the burglars attempted to 
board struck Rutledge over the head with 
a piece of ircn, knocking him senseless. 
Rice surrendered. ~ 

Today Rice and Rutledge were sen- 
tenced to twenty-one years imprisonment 


| in Kingston penitentiary. Rutledgé was 


being taken with another prisoneft in 
charge of one of the jai? guards to dinnef . 
rbout 3 o'clock. Suddenly he made a dash 
and springing up the stairway mount- 
ed to the gallery running around inside 
of the jail, thirty feet from the floor. 
Climbing over the railing, Rutledge 
jumped. He fell head-foremost on the 
stone floor, fracturing his-skull. He was 
immediately taken to the hospital, where 
he died without regaining consciousness. 


CLASSIFICATION OF FREIGHT 


Railroad Commissioners Will Work ° 
To Secure Uniformity. 

San Francisco, June 7.—At the conven- 
tion of the railroad commissioners B. C. 
Wilborn, of North Carolina, read the re- 
port from the committee on uniform 
classification of freight. The report sug- 
gests that congress be asked to empower 
the interstate commerce commission to 
establish a uniform classification of 
freight in interstate business. 

The hope of the committee is that such 
a plan of the uniform freight classifica- 
tion might prove sueressful in interstate 
business, and that then the states would 
be wiliing to put the same classification 
in force in state business, thereby secur- 
ing a uniform classification thoughout the 
country. The report was laid over until 
next year.

e000 WORK “IS OBSERVED 


Both White and Colored Branches at 
Macon Are Given a Thorough | 
and Complete Observation 
by Members of the 
Board. 


Macon, Ga., June 7.—(Special.)—The 
board of visitors, consisting of prominent 
Georgians, appointed by Governor Candler 
to visit the Georgia Academy for the 
Blind, located at Macon, thoroughly dis- 
charged this duty today and will in due 
season make their official report to the 
governor. The board made a close and 
careful inspection of the academies for 
both white and black children, and ex- 
amined the books and accounts of the 
officials of the institution. The members 
of the board expressed themselves, well 
satisfied with the condition of affairs at 
this charity of the state, and highly com- 
plimented the management, 

In the report the board will submit to 
the governor they will make several rec- 
ommendations, among them being the 
following: ; 

The board will recommend that the leg- 
islature appropriate $2,000 to be used for 
removing the kitchen from the main 
building of the white academy and the 
erection of a separate building for kitchen 
purposes, The reason for this change is 
that the academy is filled with the fumes 
from the kitchen, situated as it now is, 
and this is very unpleasant and objection- 
able. 

It will also be recommended that the 
legislature appropriate $1,000 for.the con- 
struction of a gymnasium at the academy 
for the use of the pupils, The gymnastic 
exercise is regarded as essential to the 
strength and health of the sightless chil- 
dren. Many of the institutions for the 
blind throughout the country are equipped 
with gymnasiums. 

It will also be recommended that a way 
be provided at the colored academy for 
the care of blind adult negroes who are 
without means of support and are de- 
pendent upon the bounty of cities and 
counties, and who now spend most of 
their time in begging on the steets. 

The committee examined thoroughly in- 
to the system of teaching at the acad- 
emy, and Professor W. F. Dyke, of Ful- 
ton county, was particularly impressed 
with the cdurse of instruction,

Oxford and Cambridge. 

London News: Both universities. are 
proud of their reputation for learning, 
their historical record, the long lists of 
their distinguished sons, and the beau- 
ty of their surroundings. To these may 
be added the prowess of their younger 
members in athletic pursuits. And both 
of them claim to confer a certain social 
distinction on those who have come under 
their influence. We suspect that it in 
this last clause that the point of the 
quarrel would be found chiefly to lie. 


With regard to scholarship, the contro- y 


versy is hog acute. Cambridge has been 
known to import an Oxford history pro- 
fessor, and Oxford undergraduates have 
sometimes gained a smattering of mathe- 
matics for examination purposes by 
spending a term or two at Cambridge. 
The severest attitude taken up by an Ox- 
ford man would probably be that in the 
subjects in which both universities shine. 
Oxford shines most, and those that Cam- 
bridge admittedly teaches best do not 
property form a part: of a liberal edu- 
cation. With regard to the next two 
points it has been said that Oxford is 
the home of movements, Cambridge of 
men. Oxford men will probably accept 
the first part of the statement and re- 
ject the second, but they might be satis- 
fied with the aphorism in its entirety, for 
if it is true it concedes most of what Ox- 
ford demands in the recoghition of her 
historical prominence. 

The early Protestant, and the later 
Catholic reformers began their struggles 
at Oxford. Oxford approved the opén- 
ions of neither, but she has shared the 
fame of those opinions which will always 
be connected with her name. We be- 
lieve that the colleges of Cambridge 
melted up their plate to provide Charles 
I with money, which he spent at Ox- 


ford, but it is the Oxford plate we hear 


most about in connection with a pictur- 
esque episode in English history, from 
which that university has gained much 
flattering attention. In comparison with 
these noteworthy disturbances of the 
tranquil course of Oxford existence, who 
cares to remember’ that Cromwell and 
Milton, Spencer, Bacon, Newton, Pitt, 
Wordsworth, Macaulay, Thackeray, Ten- 
nyson, Ranjitsinjhi, to mention a few out 
of a long lst of ‘famous men,’ which 
Oxford cannot adequately match, were 
educated at Cambridge? Mr. Birrell point- 
ed out with great good humor some years

To remove un- 
certainty as to the speaker's powers and 
duties under section 4 in counting the 
votes, it is provided that his duties are 
ministerial, and his decisions subject to 
the control of the joint convention.

ine‘igible to succeed 
thhemselves. The governor is made in- 
eligible to any office unde this state 
within one vear after the expiration of 
“hig term, and his acceptance of the of- 
fice is a pledg-~ to the people not to ac- 
cept an election or appointment to the 


senate ofthe United Sttates during his 


term, nor at any time within one year 
thereafter. The salary of the governor 
is fixed at $000 per annum, to take ‘ef- 
fect on the adoption of the constitution, 
and the article contains the usuai lim- 
itations upon the legislative power to 
increase or diminish the compensation of 
the executive Officers during their terms. 

Section 9 of the present article of the 
constitution has been amended to provide 
for the case of a refusal to give informa- 
.tiog when required by the governor. 

A board of pardons is created, to mect 
on the call of the governor, whicr shall 
sit in public. before whom shall be laid 


all réccmmer.dations or petitions for com- 


mutations, pay rolls or pardons in cases 
of felony, which board must advise with 
the governor; after which, or delay to act 
pie more than sixty days,*the governor 
act as to him seems best for the 
publi intétest. . He is also required to 
Se rt to the géneral assembly, the opin- 
“fons of the boatd of pardons, as ‘well as 
his owr. reasons, in all cases of felony, 
in which he acts favorably. 
Section 13 of the present constitution 
has been athended, so as to authorize the

Section 2% is a new section, prohibiting

A new section has been added, const!l- 
tuting the governor, lieutenant governor 
and attorney general, a board of conciliu- 
tion; with provision for the addition of

tween employer and employee. The find- 
ing of the board is to be advisory merely; 
unléss both parties have agreed in writ- 
ing, in advance, to perform the award, 
when it may be enforced by proceedings 
in the courts, under rules and regulations 
to be prescribed by law. . 

A new section has also been added al- 
lowing the zovernor, auditor and ireas- 
urer, or the governor and e¢lther of the

This 
has not been used for years and is a 
dead expense. The lovers of the an-

standing for more than 100 years and 
should not be, destroyed. The discussion 
has grown warm at times, although the 
chances are that the action of council 
will not be changed. There will be a 
public hearing next week, at which the 
supporters of the market will be al- 
lowed to present some reason why the 
building should stand.

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WON'T BE REVISED 
Mississippi Railroad Commis- 
sion Gives Up Fight 


AGREEMENT HAS BEEN MADE 


Traffic Officials and Commissioners 
Appear > Have Reached a Con- 
clusion, Which Will Prove 
Satisfactory— To All 
Concerned. 


Jackson, Miss., June 7.—(Special.)—Ai- 
though no official announcement to that 
effect has yet been made, the Mississippi 
railroad commission has practically aban- 
doned its much-discussed plan to make a 
general revision of local freight rates 
within the state. 

The matter is under advisement, which 
means that it will not be brought up 
again except in the most informal way. 
There seems to be a general understand- 
ing between the commission and the traf- 
fic officials that in some instances local 
rates are excessive and inconsistent, and 
assurances are given by the railroads that 
these will be corrected; but of a general 
freight revision there is not the slightest 
possibility. 

The commission encountered its chief 
obstacle in the Nebraska decision by the 
United States supreme court, which pro- 
hibits a railroad commission from re- 
ducing local freight rates unless it can 
be shown that the company is making an 
excessive profit. The commission ot 
equipped for an investigation of the“af- 
fairs of a railroad system, as it would 
require expert accountants and an unlim- 
ited amount of time to bring forth an 
intelligent showing on the subject. 

Nearly all the roads in Mississippi have 
manifested a disposition to give rate con- 
cessions where they are justified and 
proper applications are made therefor. A 
majority of the complaints that have 
been made in recent months are from 
small towns which think they age entitled 
to the same rate concessions as the dis- 
tributing points and wholesale centers. 
There have been some well-grounded 
complaints of excessive short-haul 
charges, but as the traffic officials will 
apply the proper corrective measures in 
the latter instances, it can be said that 
the relations existing between the rail: 
roads and their patrons are very satis- 
factory. 


ACTION OF FACULTY INDORSED 


Faculty of University of Mississippi 
Sustained by Trustees. 


Jackson, Miss., June 7.—(Special.)—The 
board of trustees of the University of Mis- 
sissippi has indorsed the action of the 
faculty in expelling two students and sus- 
pending five others as the result of the 
trouble over the now celebrated. editorial 
in the University Magazine complaining 
of unjust treatment by the chancellor and 
faculty. 

This brings the controversy to an end 
for several months at least. No changes 
were made by the board in the faculty 
for the coming year, but from authorita- 
tive sources it is learned that some 
changes are likely. The students pre- 
sented their cases to the. board and re- 
ceived a respectful hearing. 
plained that the treatment accorded 
them was severe, and asked for a more 
liberal treatment in the matter of ath- 
letics.

Fishing with Fire. 

New Yor ‘erald: Fire and lights now 
play anim stant part in the fisheries of 
various p’ ts of the world. In Florida 
boats go out on dark, moonless nights 
after mullet, with braziers at the bows 
filled with blazing pine knots. “As the 
boatmen row slowly and quietly along 
through the lagoons the fish are attracted 
by the glare within reach of the castnet, 
which -is thrown overboard at intervals. 
to be drawn in again and again, flilled 
with silvery victims. So eagerly do the 
mullet seek the light that frequently they 
leap into the boat, thus effecting their 
Own capture. 

On the coast of Maine and in the waters 
of the nearby Canadian provinces, is prac- 
ticed a method of fishing for herring 
which is known as “torching.’’ It is of 
Indian origin and was undoubtedly util- 
ized by the aborigines in that part of the 
world long before the coming of Colum- 
bus: In the Lubec narrows, which form 
} the eastern entrance of Passamaquoddy 
bay, this kind of fishing is especially pop- 
ular, though forbidden in the neighboring 
waters of New Brunswick, because of a 
belief that the kerosene incidentally em- 
ployed (floating on the water) has the ef- 
fect of driving away the fish. 

Formerly birch torches were used in this 
nocturnal pursuit, but since the bark be- 
came scarce kerosene has been substi- 
tuted, tow or rags being wrapped around 
a stick and dipped into the oil and set on 
fire. One of these torches being attached 
to the bow of a boat, the latter is rowed 
by one or two men, while another scoops 
up the fish as they rise to the Mlignat. 
Moonless nights are chosen always, and 
the rowing is kept up constantly, he- 
cause the herring will rise only so long 
as the light is kept in motion. 

Sometimes squid—the small cuttle fishes 
so largely used.by fishermen for bait, and 
whose bones serve to sharpen the cana- 
ries’ bills—are eaptured in the same way. 
"They are gnuch attracted by light—so 
markedly, indeed, that on a moonlight 
night tens of thousands of them will run 
ashore and become stranded, thus per- 
ishing because they are so interested in 
wazing at the moon that they keep their 
eyes upon that orb, propelling themselves 
stead..y in one direction meanwhile, un- 
til they find’ themselves on the beach. 
Then, by the pumping of thelr siphons, 
they push themselves farther up, until 
they are hopelessly high and dry. 

Along the coast of Maine weirs of brush 
are used for catching herring, and some- 
times the fish are “‘toled’’ into these traps 
by means of lights, Large shoals of her- 
ring being observed outside, but showing 
no disposition to come and be caught, the 
fishermen will go out in boats, with 
torches, and row quietly over the schools, 
attracting them in the direction of the 
weirs. Having returned at length to the 
weirs, they extinguish the torches, go 
out again and repeat the process, 

During the shad catching season on the 
Potomac one may see numerous lanterns 
en. the surface of the river. looking like 
s> many great fireflies. These lanterns 
are attached to the buoys of the shad 

s, enabling the fishermén to find them 
the dark. ;

DOGS IN TENNESSEE DOOMED 


Law for Protection of Sheep Indus- 
try Has Gote Into Effect. 


| 


CANINES ARE SLAUGHTERED 


In Memphis There Are But Two Dogs 
While in Knox County There 
Are 2,500 by Record. 


Memphis, Tenn., June 7.—(Special.)—The 
new anti-dog law has gone into opera- 
tion in Tennessee, and the way that 
dogs are being slaughtered in certain 
sections of the state is a caution. This 
law was passed for the protection of 
the sheep industrv in Tennessee. 

It has been common for a long time 
for a drove of dogs to enter a fine flock 
of sheep and lay them low in a few 
hours. The new law ~rrovides that 4 
license shall be paid on each and every 
dog in the state, and that their names, 
etc., be registered with the county trus- 
tees. Failure to pay the dog license is 
death for the canine. This in turn means 
that many curs in Tennessee are doomed 
to a tragic end. If a dog attacks a 
flock of sheep now the owner ¢an 
slaughter the canine, and in adidtion, 
recover damages; and already this work 
has commenced. The law became oOpera- [ 
tive the first of June, and up to this 
time several thousand pet dogs have been 
registered over the state. According 
to official records to date there are but 
two dogs in Memphis. These are the 
only dogs that have a lawful right to 
exist. Knox county, according to the 
records and licenses paid, has about 
2500 dogs. This includes the city of 
Knoxville. Nashville has a good supply 
of dogs, as has Chattanooga. The Mem- 
phis authorities have started after the 
dog owners with a sharp stick, and the 
official list of dogs is destined to grow 
rapidly from this time on. Almost every 
negro family in Memphis has from one 
to half a dozen dogs. Those huddled in 
one room huts have the largest number 
of curs. Sheep raisers believe the dog 
law will be a great blessing to their 


industry. 
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MEMPHIS MAY KEEP BUILDING 


Great Confederate Hall Built for the 
Reunion a Bone cf Contention. 

Memphis, Tenn., June 7. —(Special.)—The 
great confederate hall on the bluff over- 
hanging the Mississippi river in which 
the big .confederate reunion meetings 
were held is still standing and the 
chances are that it will be made one of 
Memphis’s permanent buildings. 

The building was erected with a capac- 
itv of 15,000 seats. It answered the re- 
quirements of the big convention and 
the more progressive citizens are of the 
opinion that the hall will act as a drawing 
card in the matter of obtaining future 
conventions and large gatherings. On 
account of the structure being of frame 
there has been some opposition on the 
part of insurance agents and the Front 
street merchants on account of the dan- 

ger of a disastrous fire. Quite a fight was 
aie a few weeks ago when the Question 
of making the building permanent was 
first brought up, but the city council. 
finally decided that it would allow the 
building to remain in its present state 
for four years. It was then thought that 
the reunion finance committee, having 
charge of the funds to be used in the 
entertainment of the veterans, would be 
short of funds and that the building 
could be rented out, but this proved not 
to be the case, and there is now a 
move on the part of certain gentignen 
to have the big building removed. It is 
probable that their efforts will be un- 
availing, as the more influential men in 
Memph s favor maintaining the building 
as it stands. At present the big build- 
ing is a bone of contention, and a lively 
contest may follow as to its disposition.

‘OUR SOLDIERS GOING TO RUIN 


Doctors Allege That Present Law 
Has Resulted in Drunkenness 
and Other Evils. 


St. Paul, Minn., June 7.~By unanimous 
vote, although with small attendance, the 
American Medical Association today 
adopted a report indorsing the movement 
for the re-establishment of the army 
‘post canteen. The committee on legisla- 
tion, through its chairman, Dr. H. L. E. 
Johnson, presented a report citing the 
resolutions adopted by the military sur- 
geons last week and continuing: 

“We have carefully considered the res- 
olution proposed and declare it to be wise 
and proper ,and of importance to every 
citizen of the republic. 

“The resolution is the outgrowth of 
careful study and observation by the med- 
ical department of the United States 
army, is concurred in by the command- 
ing officers at the several posts and is 
intended to correct serious abuses under 
the present law, which result in drunk- 
‘enness, desertion, {nsubordination, dis- 
honorable discharge, crime, poverty, ap- 
palling increase in disease and invalid- 
ism among the soldiers of the United 
States army . : 

“We find that the experience of the for- 
eign governments coincides with that of 
the National Association of Military Sur- 
geongs in the necessity for the army post 
excrange or canteen. 

‘“‘We recommend that the American Med- 
ical Association adopt the resolution pro- 
posed and that it petition the congress 
of the United States to repeal at the 
earliest moment the objectionable law 
which prohibits the army post exchange.” 

The association then addpted the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

‘Resolved, That this body deplores the 
action of the congress in abolishing the 
army post exchange or canteen, and in 
the interest of discipline, morality and 
sanitation, recommends its re-establish- 
ment at the earliest possible date.”’ 


TO SETTLE WAGE QUESTIONS. 


Amalgamated Association Adopts 
Continuous Scale Plan. 


Milwatikee, Wis., June 7.—The Amalga- 
mated Association of Iron, Steel and Tin 
Workers’ convention adjourned sig» die 
this evening after electing T. J. Shaffer, of 
Pittsburg, president, and John Williams, 
of Pittsburg, secretary-treasurer. The 
next convention will be held in Wheeling. 

The most important work of the con- 
vention is considered to be the adoption 
of the so-called continuous scale plan. 
It is really not a continuous scale, but a 
continuation of the present method of an- 
nual wage settlement with some amend- 
ments. The most important of these is 
the continuous operation of the mills 
while the scale is being considered in 
conference and the extension of time 
within which an agreement must be ar- 
rived at to July 15th. No reference is 
made to compulsory avbitration, but a 
“colciliatory” is provided for. 

The detailed plan of annual wage set- 
tlement adopted by the convention is as 
follows: 

The annual convention will be held in 
April, when the whole scale will be re- 
vised as usual. The scale will be given 
to the manufacturers on May 15th. The 
period for conference negotiation shal 
expire June 15th. If no agreement is 
reached bv that’ date a tconcilfator shall 
be called into the conference. ‘He shalj 
deciie contested points, but his decisions 
shall not be final or binding. If no agree- 
ment is reached by July 15th all associa- 
tion mills are to close. The limit of set- 
tlement in force now ts July ist, at which 
time if no agreement is reached, the men 
walk out. Thé new plan extends the pe- 
riod of conferences from three to eight 
weeks.

LEXINGTON HAS A BAD FIRE. 


Twenty-Three Houses Are Destroyed 
Entailing a Loss of $80,000. 

Lexintgon, Ky., June 7.—The Oots 
Cooper shop burned this afternoon and 
the fire communicated to other  build- 
ings so rapidly that it was feared for 
some time that the city would be laid in 
ashes. The fire was beyond control from 
2 to 4 p. m. Twenty-three houses, most- 
ly tenement, were totally destroyed, 
with their contents. The loss approx!i- 
mates $80,000. Only about one-third of 
the property was insured. 

St. Joseph hospital was at one time 
threatened. The citizens rushed in great 
numbers to rescue the inmates, but their 
services were not needed, as the fire de- 
partment cut off communication of the 
flames with the hospital. Paris, George- 
town and Versailles were called on for 
aid and all held their departments in 
readiness, but they were not needed. At 
4 o'clock the flames were under control. 
All three of the city’s departments were 
still then hard at work. 

Many are homeless and were cared for 
tonight. Three other calls were made 
for the departments in other parts of 
the city while the flames were raging, 
but the damage in each instance was 
trivial. One man was hurt and one child 
was seriously burned, but no lives were 
lost. 

The fire originated in a negro’s cot- 
tage from a defective flew. A furious 
wind was blowing and the fire spread 
with such rapidity that little household 
property was saved. Several children 
were seriously but not fatally burned.

Mrs, Kennedy, on Trial for 
Murder, Breaks Down, 


SHAKEN BY BLOODY STORY 


When Wounds on Husband, Made by 
Her Pistol Bullets, Were Des- 
cribed, She Could Not Con- 

- trol Herself—Char- . 
acter Assailed. 


Kansag City. June 7.—Part of the morn- 
ing trial of Mrs. Lulu Kennedy for the 
murder of hér husband was taken up in 
argument on the privilege claimed by the 
state of bringing in testimony bearing 
on the acts and conduct and character 
of the prisoner previous to the killing. 
The defense argued that inasmuch as the 
plea of insanity would be made on behalf 
of the prisoner such evidence was not 
relevant, 

Judge Wofford finally decided that such 
evidence could be introduced and Prose- 
cutor Hadley resumed the examination of 
his witnesses. 

Officers who arrested Mrs. Kennedy and 
the patrol driver recited the trip with 
the prisoner to the jail, but nothing im- 
portant was elicited. 

Her Relatives Present. 

F. W. Herford, the driver, met C. W. 
Prince, her father, at the door of the 
Ridge building, where the murder took 
place, and he appeared excited; and Leon 
Winters testified to having seen Bert 
Prince, one of the- prisoner's brothers, in 
the building near Kennedy's office soon 
after the shooting. 

Miss Bertie Litchfield testified to talking 
with Bert Prince near the scene a few 
minutes after the murder. 

“Did he say anything about the shoot- 
ing?’’ asked Prosecutor Hadley. 

*“Yes,"" replied the witness. 

The defense objected to the witnéss_re- 
peating Prince’s conversation, and when 
the noon recess was taken the point was 
still being argued. 

Mrs. Kennedy was pale and nervous, 
worn out apparently from the strain of 
the three days’ trial. 

Dr. R. O. Cross testified to Mrs. Ken- 
nedy visiting his office in October last, 
two months before her marriage to Ken- 
nedy. She said her name was Mrs. Case 
Patten and that her husband was a pro- 
fessional baseball player. She had recent- 
ly been married to Patten, she told wit- 
ness, but did not want the fact made 
known, as Patten might lose his position 
on the ball team. She stated she was in 
a delicate condition, but he could not tell 
positively if this were a fact and did not 
prescribe for her. She came twice again 
and asked him f§r treatment for her con-~ 
dition, which he refused. 

_ Her Condition Changed. 

“On the occasion of the third visit did 
she say she was: still in a delicate condi- 
tion?” : 

“She said she was not.” 

Dr. Cross then told of her calling.on him 
@ fourth ‘time, on January 10th, the day 
of the murder, when she told thhim that 
she was not Mrs. Patten, but she was 
Mrs. Kennedy. She said ‘that Kennedy 
intended to bring suit to have their mar- 
riage set aside. 

““The papers will be served tonight,’ 
She said, ‘and my father will make me 
uput the anhuiment proceeaings ana 
everything will come out” ”’ 

Dr. Cross went to Kennedy’s office and 
delivered his message. Mrs. Kennedy fol- 
lowed the doctor closely, and before the 
latter had time to turn away she had 
asked Kennedy if he intended to live 
with her, received a negative reply and 
began firing at him. 

William Shaw, at whose house Case 
Patten had boarded, told of the ball 
player and Mrs. Kennedy being in each 
others company a great deal between 
dae J and ete 1900, and of Mrs. Ken- 
nedy’s calling at the hous 
Suid ‘Patten, e frequently to 

The city physician described the wounds 
on Kennedy's body and the manner of 
his death. During the recital of this. tes- 
timony Mrs. Kennedy constatly kept her 
face covered and cried.

LAW GIVING SATISFACTION 


Expenses of Administration Have 
Have Been Increased. 


Washington, June 7.—The summary of 
the semi-annual report of the operation 
of the bankruptcy law for the period end- 
ing March 31, 1901, recently submitted to 
the attorney genera! by DB. C. Branden- 
berg, in charge of bankruptcy matters in 
the department of justice, shows that 
during this period 9,516 voluntary petitions 
were filed, as against 8,000 for the preced- 
ing six months, and 12,120 for the six 
months ending March 31, 1900. For the 
same period 1,076 petitions in involuntary 
bankruptcy were filled. this being slightly 
in excess of the average for the past 
two years and a half. 

The report shows that a large percent- 
age of those taking advantage of the vol- 
untary feature of the law are ol in- 
solvents seeking this means of resuscitat- 
ing themselves in the business world. 

During the past six months, of the vol- 
untary cases, 7,057 have been closed. In 
these the total liabilities, direct and con- 
tingent, have been $34,056,097, while the net 
assets realized for distribution as divi- 
dends have been $3,587,447.. [It appears that 
747 who filed petitiong were farmers, 3,843 
wage earners, 1,377 merchants, 123 manu- 
facturers, 143 professional men, and the 
balance had occupations of a miscella- 
neous character. Of the involuntary cases; 
325 were closed during the year, in which 
the total NMabilities were $4,626,948, while 
the total assets realized: were $879,597. 

Mr. Brandenberg sayg that it may be 
safely said that with one or two excep- 
tions, for which cortgress doubtless will 
make provision at an early C§@te, the law 
is meeting almost universal approbation. 
As time passes, its superiority over many 
of the state insolvency and assignment 
laws in reducing the expense of admin- 
istration to qa minimum, with the result- 
ant maximum dividends, together with 
the disappearance of preferences, either 
through legal proceedings or fraud, he 
says, is redounding to the advantage of 
the business world.

HARMONY POLICY A FAILURE. 


Western Railroad President Could 
Not Secure Co-operation. 


New York, June 7.—The postponement 
of the conference of -western railroad 
presidents in this city from June 5th to 
September 6th, has been interpreted in 
some parts of the west as meaning that 
the policy of co-operation and harmony 
outlined by the western railroad mana- 
gers has proved a failure. This belief 
is true in a measure. Under existing 
conditions it was found impossible to 
secure a complete concert of action in 
rate matters.

Longest Steps on Earth. 

Century Magazine: The height of the 
holy mountain (Taischan. in China) is 
about 6.000 feet above Taingan-fu, and 
the distance is something over sixteen 
miles: The road is probably the best in 
all China. About a mile north of the city 
walls a large gate stands amid the ruins 
of once flourishing suburbs, and after 
passing this gate I found myself in an 
avenue several miles in length, and lined 
with temples, convents and holy shrines, 
where pilgrims stop and pray if they 
succeed in shaking off the thousands of 
beggars who occupy this only road lead- 
ing to the summit. They are not ordi- 
narily mcdest beggars, but the real lords 
of the Tai-schan, who levy uw sort of en- 
trance fee, which every traveler is com- 
pelled to pay. They wre not content with 
crouching modestly by the roadside, for 
that would enable pilgrims to make their 
escape. In order to prevent this each 
beggar builds a sort of wall of loose 
stones about three feet high across the 
avenue, with an opening of only a yard 
in the center, and in.thie opening he sits 
or kneels, knocking his nead on the 
ground, and shouts, screams and howls at 
the approaching pilgrim. 

They make room fof.nobody. Bach trav- 
eler has to step over them, and naturally 
enough a few cash dgoins are thrown to 
them in order to avoid being touched or 
pulled by the clothes with their sore and 
filthy hands. They are must numercus in 
the lower portion of the road, but they 
assail' the pilgrims also a tew thousand 
feet higher up on ‘the mountain. The 
real ascent begins at a stone portal at 
which, accO?fding to its inscription, the 
xreat Confucius himself halted and turn- 
ed back 2,600 years ago, uot having had 
the strenazth to climb the 6,000 stone steps 
leading to the top, Imagine a staircase 
lauding to the top of Mount Washington. 
These Tali-schan stairs ure by far the 
highest in the wide world, for taking the 
number of steps in one story of an ordi- 
nary house to be twenty, the number of 
Tai-schan steps equals 300 stories, Still, 
I had to climb wp. for these steps are in 
many places so narrow that I dared not 
trust my bones to the care of my two 
Chair coolies; moreover, they were ex- 
hausted by the fatigue and heat and ap- 
parently unable to carry even the empty 
chair. Their tariff for carrying one per- 
s0n up and down the Tai-schan, a dis- 
tance of twice sixteen miies. is @0 cash, 
or 30 cents—15 cents for each coolie! 

After six hours of.tedious climbing I 
passed through the gate of heaven and 
stood on the large plateau at the summit, 
veh ocn w covered with numerous tem- 
ples and stone monuments. The main 
temple is that of the Hoty Mother, con- 
sisting of a number of buildings sur- 
rounded by a high wall. Magnificent 
bronze statues and brouze monuments 
adorn the several courts, in the last of 
which rises the principal iemple, with a 
huge statue of the holy mother on an al- 
tar.

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FOUND ITS MAN 


Bloody Quel Is Fought on the 
Streets of Houston 


TWO MEN KILLED OUTRIGHT 


One Was Fatally and Another Badly . 
Wounded— Case of Hog Theft 
Caused Payne and Echols 
To Begin the Shoot- 


ing. 


Houston, Tex. June’ 7.—As the result 
of an indictment charging hog theft, a 
shooting affray occurred here today in 
which Thomas Payne and L. D. Echols 
were killed, J. B. Perkins was fatally and 
Dave Echols badly wounded. 

Payne’s son was on trial and the 
Echolses has been summoned as wit- 
nesses. The men met down town and 
after a few words the shooting began. 
Perkins was a brother in law of Payne 
and he and Echols fired at about the 
Same time. Echols’s bullet struck Payne 
and in the same second Perkins’s shot 
killed Echols. Dave Echols opened fire 
on Perkins and on young Payne. Two 
bullets struck Perkins and a wound in the 
groin will probably prove fatal. Perkins 
wounded Dave Echols in the arm and 
amputation will be necessary. The 
younger Payne was not hurt. 

The street was crowded at the time of 
the shooting but no one save those direct- 
ly involved were hurt. Every bullet fired 
struck the mark with the exception of 
one, which young Payne fired and which 
struck his father, though he was proba- 
bly dead at the time.

.A constitution, as it is called, to the 
deed declares that half the income is to 
be devoted to increasing the facilities for 
the study of science, medicine, modern 
languages, history and English literature. 
‘The other half is to pay fees and assist 
etudents in other ways, regardless of sex, 
and in ald of preparatory schools, even- 
ing classes and other means of education 
| outside the universities. 
, The details of Mr. Carnegie’s project are

Sanda, in a dispatch addressed to Lord 
Lansdowne, issued today, says: “Uganda 
has lately been suffering from a plague 
explorers, sportsmen and amateur col- 
ectors.

It is really becoming a case of black- 
mail.

to write disagreeable things about him 
or about the Uganda administration. If 
with a desire to be generally obliging, 
or because he fears this adverse criti. 
cism, ‘the official {in question (who ma 
be myself or any one of m : 4 

y coHeagues) 
puts himself to considerable trouble and 
personal expense to forward the ends of 
the intruder, then he is ‘rewarded’ by 
fulsome praise which probably in the 
eyes of the foreign office, or of the gen- 
eral’ public who may read it in’ the news- 
papers, does him a gréat deal more harm 
than good; or if he is praised, it is at 
the expense of some predecessor or col- 
league with whom he js on the best of 
terms and who is made to suffer by unfa- 
vorable comparisons. 

“Nearly all of these individuals give 
untrue descriptions of the country, be- 
cause their presence in it hag been brief, 
and their capacity for forming u correct 
opinion naturally poor. Almost all these 
individuals manage to arm themselves 
before starting with letters from govern- 
ment departments or government ofticials, 
and these letters—as often ag not very 
slight and perfunctory recommendations 
—are used to extort from the officials 
all sorts of concessions and assistance 
which would not otherwise be rendered.” 

As I said before, it is the duty of all 
persons serving the British government 
in this protectorate to afford reasonable 
encouragement to traders and ‘settlers, 
but this encouragement—so far as I am 
concerned—wilil be afforded to all such 
without any special request on the part 
of the foreign office. But I do think the 
time has come—for the sake of myself, 
perhaps, who am better paid than the 
others, but for the bulk of the officials 
out here whose pay enables them to do 
little more than to live in a manner be- 
fitting English gentlemen—for the for- 
eign office to discourage, as far as is 
consistent with its views, any more ex- 
ploring, sporting or amateur scientific 
expeditions to these protectorates. 

Let all such inquire:s be informed that 
there is free ingress and egress in these 
protectorates, and that all persons obey 
ing the laws and regulations in force w rt 
ibe free to travel wherever it is safe to 
do so, but that they can expect no spe- 
cial assistanve either individually or col- 
lectively from the British or native ad- 
ministration: that there are no hotels in 
the country; therefore, they must be well 
supplied with tents and provisions; that 
the native chiefs cannot afford to support 
them and supply them with food without 
payment, nor can the European officials 

rovMe them with house room or board. 
There are already several important 
European trading houses and a large 
number of British Indian traders and 
several respectable Arab merchants es- 
tablished in this protectorate, and it is 
quite a mistaken notion, held, apparently, 
by not a few people in England. that 
the commerce of this protectorate re- 
mains to be created, 

At Entebbe, Kampala, Fort Portal. El- 
dama Ravine. Kisumu. and most of the 
principal stations in Unyoro and alone 
the course of the Nile, there are shops 
or stores at which nearly al, Buropean 
necessaries can be purchased, and pur- 
chased at prices bv no means unreason- 
able for the localitv. Until the Uganda 
railway is completed to the lake. and the 
means of communication on the upper 
Nile have been added to by the placing 
of proper steamers on those waters, I 
should hesitate to encourage firms not 
already established here to embark on 
trading enterprises which require an ac- 
cumulated knowledge of the country ard 
its resources, of the people and of their 
languages. 


Frenchmen f#.ught with Swords for 
Over Two Hours.

Parig, June 7.—A due] with swords was 
fought this morning in the Parc des 
Princes this morning between Mag Regis 
(the anti-Semite mayor of Algiers) and an 
Algerian journalist named Laberdesque, 
the encounter was adjourned until to- 
morrow.

The Evil of Eating Alone. 


The Lancet: At a time like the present, 


when the marrying age of the average 
man of the middle classes is being more 


‘and more postponed, the* physical ills of 


bachelordom come increasingly under the 
notice of the medical man. It is not good 
for man: or woman to live alone. Indeed, 
it has been well said that for solitude to 
be successful a man must be either angel 
or devil. This refers, perhaps, mainly to 
the moral aspects of isolation, and with 
these we have now no concern. 

There are certain physical ills, however, 
which are not the least among the dis- 
advantages of loneliness. Of these there 
is many a clerk in London, many a young 
barrister, rising, perhaps, but not yet 
far enough risen; many a business man 
or journalist, who will say that one of the 
most trying .eatures: of his unmarried 
life is to have to eat alone. And a pre- 
mature dyspepsia is the only thing that 
ever takes him to his medical man. There 
are some few happily disposed individuals 
who can dine alone and not eat too fast, 
nor too much nor too little. With the 
majority it is different. The average man 
puts his novel or his paper before him 
and thinks that he will lengthen out the 
meal with due deliberation by reading 4 
little with, or between, the courses. He 
will just employ his mind enough to help, 
and too little to interfere with, digestion. 
In fact, he will provide that gentle men- 
tal accompaniment which with happier 
people conversation gives to a meal. 

This is your solitary’s excellent idea. 
In reality he becomes engrossed in what 
he is reading, till suddenly finding his 
chop cold he demolishes it in a few 
mouthfuls; or else he finds that he {fs 
hungry and paying no attention to the 
book, which he flings aside, he rushes 
through his food as fast as possible, to 
plunge into his armchair and literature 
afterwards. In either case the lonely man 
must digest at a disadvantage. kor due 
and easy nutrition food should be slowly 
taken and the mind should not be intense- 
ly exercised during the process. Every 
one knows that violent bodily 
is bad just after a meal, and mental ex- 
ertion is equally so. 

Wise people do not even argue during 
or just after dinner, and observation of 
after dinner speeches will convince any 
one that most speakers neither endure 
themselves nor excite in their hearers 
any severe intellectual effort. 

In fact, the experience of countless 
generations, from the red Indian of the 
woods to the white-shirted diners of a 
modern party, has perpetuated the lesson 
that aman should not eat alone,, nor 
think much at -uis time, but should; talk 
and be talked to while he feeds. Most 
people do not think much when they talk, 
and talking is a natural accompaniment 
of eating and drinking. 

How does it fare with the many soli- 
tary women of today? No better, we 
know, than with the men, but differently. 
Alone or not a Man may generally be 
trusted to take at least food enough (We 
suppose, of course, that he can get it.) 
With a woman it is different. She is 
more emotional, more imaginative, and 
less inclined to realize the gross necessi- 
ties of existence. Therefore, the woman 
doomed to dine alone as often as 4 
does not dine at all. She gets dyspeps:. 
because her digestion has not sufficient 
practice; a mian gets it because his func- 
tions practice it too often in the wrong 
way. 

Worst of_all, perhaps, is the case of the 
solitary edJok. In the myriads of small 
flats in London there are thousands of 
women ‘‘doing’’ for their solitary mas- 
ters or mistresses. These women, whose 
main occupation is to prepare food for 
others, find it impossible to enjoy, or even 
to take, food themselves. As confection- 
ers are said to give their apprentices a 
free run of the stock of the shop for the 
first few days, knowing that it will ef- 
fectually cure appetite afterwards, so the 
women who are always occupied with 
buying and Ss food frow unable 
to use it for themselves. hese people 
suffer from dyspepsia, which is cured if 
somebody else manages their kitchen for 
a week, allowing them to take meals 
without preparing them. 

It needs no moralist to declare the evils 
of solitariness. Man and woman is a 

regarious animal. Physically and intel- 
ectually we improve with companionship. 
Certainly it ig not good to eat and to 
drink alone. It is a sad fact of our big 
cities that they hold hundreds ofgnen and 
women who in the day are too busy and 
at night too lonely to feed with profit, 
much less with any pleasure.

McDonald Is Stricken,

REVIVED BY THE PRISONER 


For a Time the Life of the Lawyer 
Was Despaired of—Stroke Fol- 
lowed a Passionate Plea 
for Insurance Con- 
spirator. 


Chicago, June 7.—John J. McDonald, 
chief counsel for Augustus M. Unger, the 
principal defendant in the Defenbach in- 
surance swindling case, while addressing 
the jury today in Judge Turley’s court, 
without a word of warning, suddenly fell 
forward on the bar and lapsed into a 
state of unconsciousness. 

It was feared for a time the attack 
might prove fatal, but Dr. Unger, the 
prisoner, after an hour’s work, finally 
succeeded in reviving McDonald. 

The stroke that taid low the counsellor 
followed a passionate declaration charg- 
ing Francis Wayland Brown and Frank 
H. Smiley with being equally guilty with 
his client, Dr. Unger, if the latter was 
not absolved from all blame. 

Former Deputy Coroner John Weckler, 
who held an alleged ‘‘fake’’ inquest over 
the body of Miss Defenbach, was seen 
by a reporter at his brother’s farm near 
Hammond, Ind., yesterday for the first 
time since the former official disappeared. 
The fact that there were no jurors at the 
inquest Weckler explained by saying that 
the girl’s death appeared to have been a 
natural one and that in order not delay 
his witnesses, as the jurors were slow in 
coming, he took the part of jury himself 
and substituted names out of his own 
head to fill up his report. He said he left 
Chicago when the trial began because 
he had been told his testimony would not 
be needed by the state.

A British Mark Tapley. 

New York World: Sir Robert Giffen 
is England’s latest Mark Tapley. Ad- 
dressing the bankers of London, he de- 
clared it to be ‘‘sheer nonsense’ to say 
that ‘“‘the South African war expenditure 
came out of income and not out of capi- 
tal,’’ and said ‘‘the war had scarcely dis- 
‘arbed business at home.’’ 

Sir Robert is an eminent statistican 
and financier, but in this instance he 
seems to have ignored. facts for the sake 
of playing the optimist and trying to 
make his countrymen “look pleasant’’ at 
the South African situation. A war that 
has already compelled England to add 
$450,000,000 to her huge national debt, wip- 
ing out all the reductions of it which she 
had made during the three reigns of 
George IV, William IV and Queen Vic- 
toria, carried the income tax to the 
highest point at which it has stood since 
the Crimean war, and nearly doubled the 
annual expenditures of the government, 
which are® now close to $1,000,000,000 a 
year, can hardly be dismissed as a war 
that “has scarcely disturbed business.”’

GOVERNOR ACTS QUICKLY. 

Governor Candler received four tele- 
gtams yesterday from Carrollton call- 
ing on him to send troops there at once, 
as an attack was being made on the jail 
by an armed mob of 500 men. who were 
bent on lynching Ike Williams, the con- 
victed murderer of young Otis Word. Two 
of the dispatches were from Sheriff Mer- 
rill, one from Judge Sam Harris, and 
the other from Mayor Long. 
| The governor acted upon the request 
at once. He ordered Major W. W. Bark- 
er to leave’ at once for Carrollton by 
special train with a detachment of sixty 
men. The following is the order that 
was issued: 

“State of Georgia. Adjutant General’s 
Office, Atlanta! (official), June 7, 1901—Spe- 
cial Order No. 114. L.—Major W. W. 
Barker, Fifth infantry, Georgia state 
troops, commanding detachment, will re- 
port to the sherfff of Carroll county at 
Carroliton, with stkty men and six offi- 
cers besides yourself, and obey his or- 
ders. You will go by the Southern rafi-

By command of the governor. 
“JAMES W. ROBERTSON, 
‘‘Adjutant General.’’ 
SPECIAL TRAIN SENT. 
The telegrams were received and this 
order issued about 2:30 o’clock. A spe- 


ern railroad, and it was in readiness and 
waiting for the troops shortly after 3 
o’clock. 

It took some time get the 
men together, lpwever, and it 
was 4:40 o’clock when the train left the 
union depot for Carrollton. 

The six officers who made the trip were 
Major Barker, Captain M. A. Erskine, of 
the Hibernian Rifles; Captain Ss.

Major Barker was anxious to have a 
full detachment out and all the men 
available were called up. Including the 
Officers he had seventy-one, or just four 
more than the grders called for. There 
was no time, h¢ vever, to stop to count. 
The troops were marched hurriedly from 
the Gate City Guard armory to the train. 

Rather a slow run was made to Car- 
roliton, which is sixty-nve miles from At- 
lanta. Though the train left at 4:40 it 
was 7 o’clock when it arrived, the run 
having required two hours and twenty 
minutes—longer, it is said ,than ts taken 
by the regular trains, and yet the special 
had a clear track. 

If the mob had still been assembled it 
could have done considerable damage be- 
fore the train arrived, 

LONG DELAY AT BREMEN. 

The main trouble seemed to be at Bre- 
men. The orders issued to Major Barker 
directed that the same engine should be 
used, but there was a dispute on this point 
and some telegraphing was necessary, it 
seems, at Bremen. The Chattanooga, 
Rome and Southern people refused to 
let the Southern’s engine run over its 
road without a pilot, and there was no 
pilot at Bremen. 

Therefore none but the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Southern engine was allowed 
to make the trip. It took just half an 
hour to straighten out this tangle, and it 
took half an hour FE to get to Car-

New York Yacht Club Bars Out 
the Lawson Craft

CAN'T TAKE PART IN RACES 


New Yorkers Hold That They Are 
Custodians of the America’s 
Cup and No Yacht Be- 
Jonging to an Out- 
sider Is Wanted. 


New York, June 7.—Thomas W. Law- 
son's yacht, the Independence, will not 
be allowed to compete in the trial races 
preliminary to the races for the America’s 


cup. 
This decision was arrived at by the clial- 
lenge committee of the New York Yacht 


Club this afternoon, and was conveyed 
to Mr. Lawson in a letter mailed tonight. 

The last two paragraphs of the letter 
explain the attitude of the New York 
Yacht Club. They are: 

“It is evident that further discussion 
Can serve no useful purpose, and the com- 
mittee therefore must decline to pursue 
Me subject further with you. 

“If a member of this ciub notifies the 
secretary that he has chartered the In- 
dependence or that he has accepted a 
transfer of her it will be for such mem- 
ber to enter her for such events as she 
may be qualified to enter.”’ 

Seemingly the last paragraph in itself 
might open a way in which the Independ- 
ence might be entered, but as a matter 
of fact, it is stated there is no mem- 
ber of the New York Yacht Club tcday 
who would accept a charter or transfer 
of the boat owned by Mr. Lawson under 
any circumstances. Therefore she is shut 
out. absolutely from participating in the 
race. 

The Yacht Club committee’s letter fur- 
ther says that Mr. Lawson’s last com- 
munication ‘indicates a settled purpose 
om your part to misunderstand the posi- 
tion of the committee, whicH has been 
again and again stated to you in terms 
too plain to be open to any but willful 
misconstruction.”’ 

This position was that the charter 
should be made with an individual mem- 
ber of the club. 

Mr. Lawson's letter enclosed a charter 
which he thought allowed the New York 
Yacht Club “to maintain your position 
that the vessel defending the cup is the 
representative of your club; also allgws 
me to maintain the position which I 
have held from the start, viz: that any 
American owning the best American boat 
may defend the cup without giving away 
his boat.’’ : 

The form of charter which Mr. Law- 
son inclosed with the letter states that 
he charters certain interests in the Inde- 
pendence to Lewis Cass Ledyard, R. Nich- 
olson Kane, August Belmont, C. F. Rob- 
inson, L. V. §S. Oddie, E. D. Morgan, 
E. M. Brown, J. Pierpont Morgan and 
C. Oliver Iselin, members of the New 
York Yacht Club; that the yacht was 
built for the purpose of offering her as 
a candidate for the honor of defending 
the yachting trophy called the America’s 
cup, and of defending the said cup and 
keeping the same in America, provided 
the yacht be the best American built 
vessel for that purpose; that the New 
York Yacht Club holds as trustees the 
cup under a deed of gift in trust, and 
the New York Yacht Club has notified 
Mr. Lawson that a match for the cup 
can be sailed only between a challenge 
(foreign) yacht club on the one hand and 
the New York Yacht Club on the other, 
and it is not open to other contest.

Constitution. “An increase of approx- . 
imately $40,000 for the year, or some- 
thing more than 12 per cent, points to 
a gratifying growth in-the business of 
the city, for there is no surer indica- 
tioh of the btisifiess trend than is fur- 
nished. by the postoffice figures. 

As Postmaster Smyth indicated in 
his statement, it is significant that the 
business of the office year by year 
shows a steady increase; fhat there is 
no backsliding; that the percentage of 
increase is normal and healthy. He 
argues, and rightly, that this shows a 
normal and healthy growth of the city 
in populatién and’ in the volume of the 
city’s business. 

While all that is said about the 
growth of the city is true, it is but 
rendering tribute where it is due to say 
that the gratifying condition of the 
postoffice is in no small degree attrib- 
utable to the excellent management of 
Postmaster Smyth. From the time he 
assumed charge, he has devoted his 
energies to the upbuflding of the office. 


A man of splendid business ability and 


of much more than ordinary executive 
capacity, he has worked most success- 
fully to the steady increase of At- 
lanta’s postal. facilities. Through im- 
provements of his own invention, he 
has been able to get better results in 
the inadequate room at his command, 
and in a number of other ways has he 
contributed to the betterment of the 
postal conditions. 

No small amount of the credit for 
the excellent showing made by the At- 
lanta postoffice is, therefore, due to the 
man at its: head. 

Hardly an American Victory. 

With no thought or detracting from 
the jubilation over the winning of the 
great English derby by a horse carry- 
ing the colors of an. American, it may 
not be amiss to -point out that this 
year’s winner is nut an American 
horse. 

When Mr. Lorillard’s Iroquois car-

When Iroquois won, the En- 
glish tried to get some comfort out of 
the fact that he was trained by an 
Englishman and was ridaen by Archer, 
the great English jockey. 

While we are glad that Mr. Whit- 
ney’s colors were in front at the finish, 
we would feel much more like cele- 
brating if he had won with an Amer- 
ican bred colt. 


Yellow Fever and the Mosquito. 

We cannot recall a time when the 
mosquito was a very pupular insect in 
this country, but the general ill feeling 
toward him is apt to receive an im- 
petus from the report of Dr. C. E. Fin- 
lay, who has just returned from Ha- 
vana, where his father has concluded 
a series of experiments which appear 
to fix the blame for yellow fever epi- 
demics upon a cousin of the obnoxious 
Jersey terror. 

In speaking of the work of his father 
and other scientists and physicians, 
Dr. Finlay says: 

Among scientists there is little doubt 
now that yellow fever is not a contagious 
disease, but that it is an infectious dis- 
ease, spread by the common house mos- 
quito, which belongs to the species called 
culex. My father, when he discovercd 
that mosquitoes spread yellow fever, 
caught one of the pests, and after starv- 
ing the insect for two days, allowed it to 
bite himself. This test, however, was not 
a good one, as he is an immune, and then 
the same test was applied to a subject 
who was susceptible to the disease. The 
latter contracted the fever in this way, 
and then hundreds of similar experiments 
followed, and all. the subjects developed 
yellow fever. Dr. Lazier,“one of the yel- 
low fever commission, who died under the 
experiment, allowed himself to ‘be bitten 


‘by five or six mosquitoes, and in that 


way got an unusually heavy inoculation. 

As the experiments proceed, ft is be- 
lieved that in time a virus obtained from 
either a patient or a -culex will be pro- 
cured, which, when modified, can be used 
ns successfully as is bowne virus for 
smallpox. 

The fact that these tests were con- 
ducted in the very hotbed of infection 
make their results significant. Amer- 
ican methods of sanitations have done 
much to eliminate this svourge, but 
the reports of the doctors appear to 
indicate that there still remains an im- 
portant task ahead for the authorities. 
The theories given above seem plausi- 
ble, and as the people of the United 
States have a vital interest in this 
matter it is to-be hoped the necessary 
preventive measures will be taken. 


The Crime Wave. 

With the onset of the hot weather 
the psychologists—as well as the ordi- 
nary citizen—is brought face to face 
with that grave proposition, the crime 
wa Its annual recurrence with the 
coming of summer has become so reg- 
ular and its appearance so definite that 
the existence of such a condition can 
no longer be denied. 

Just at present thére is ample evi- 
dence that this summer scourge has 
arrived in full virulence. Murder, sui- 
cide and sudden death are chronicled 
on almost every page of almost every 
newspaper, and the public scarce re- 
covers from the effect of one atrocity 
when another is thrust on its attention 
—jin many instances of a ten fold 
more revolting and mysterious nature. 
Old grievances between neighbors of 
casual feudists seem to.revive with 
aggrayated savagery; husbands and 
wives become estranged and the bark 
of the pistol seems in many Cases to 
be the only attempt at arbitration; 
what has been called “the dark world” 
seems to. a, with unbearable force 
‘on ds ungeared by some un- 
‘to ‘ireumstance and ae is the

Just what delicate peculiarities of 
weather and temperament cause these 
visitations is not apparent, There 
seems how to be little doubt that there 
is such-a thing as a crime wave, and 
the man who intelligently and satis- 
factorily solves the problem will de- 
serve more than passing credit. 


Australia’s Great Resources. 

Australia’s industrial products have 
commenced to figure extensively in the 
world’s markets. 

Forty years ago the continent pro- 
duced only $8,000,000 pounds of wool, 
whereas today the output is not less 
than 700,000,000 pounds, and the indus- 
try is still growing. On the ranches to- 
day there are not less than 100,000,000 
head of sheep, besides 40,000,000 head 
of cattle and horses. In addition to 
immense supplies of wool, Australia 
exported to England last year 225,000,- 
000. pounds of frozen mutton and 40,- 
000,000 pounds of canned beef. 

Australia’s mineral output agegre- 
gates annually over $100,000,000. Last 
year she produced $60,000,000 in gold 
alone. Since Austraiia’s mines were 
first opened it is estimated that her 
contributions to the world’s commerce 
in gold, copper and tin have aggregated 
at least $2,000,000,000. Her total ex- 
ports to England of gold, foodstuffs, 
mineral products and wool, have aggre- 
gated $200,000,000. 

Considering that Australia’s popu- 
lation is barely more than 4,000,000, she 
has accomplished great results, and the 
prospect which the future holds out to 
her is most eneouraging. 
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New Banks Galore. 

With the fresh impetus which has 
lately been given to the development 
of southern industrial interests capital 
has commenced to pour into this sec- 
tion in larger streams than ever be- 
fore and from almost every southern 
state come encouraging reports. 

During the past seven months more 
than one hundred banking institutions 
have been established in various parts 
of the south, and the distribution 
among the various states is as follows: 
Texas, 40; Georgia, 13; Virginia, 13; 
North Carolina, 11; Florida, 6; South 
Carolina, 9; Kentucky, 9; Arkansas, 6; 
Louisiana, 14. Tennessee, 5; Alabama, 
5; Mississippi, 4, and Maryland, 5. 
While some states have been more 
highly favored than others, still there 
is no state throughout the section 
which has not been favored to some 
extent, and signs of prosperity are gen- 


. eral. 


Climate, _water-power, agricultural 
and mineral resources and other nat- 
ural advantages have contributed to 
make the south one of the most de- 
lightful sections of the country, and 
nothing is needed to bring out the pos- 
sibilities of this section but capital, We 
have everything else. 


Activity in Ship Building. 

Some idea of the activity which is 
now going on in shipbuilding circles 
may be obtained from an interview 
with the president of the Newport 
News Shipbuilding Company, recently 
published in one of the New York pa- 
pers. This firm is now engaged in 
building the Charleston, which is to 
take the place of tifé crulser of the 
same name wrecked in the Philippines. 


| Says the president: 


The ships under construction in our 
yards will represent a cost of nearly $28.- 
000,000 when completed. About one-third 
of this is merchant work, and the other 
two-thirds are for the government. The 
Korea, building for the Pacific Mail 
Company, which was recently § suc- 
cessfully launched, is the  jargest 
merchant vessel ever constructed in 
this country. Her sister ship, the 
Siberia, should be ready for launching 
in about two months. The ships we now 
have under construction are: the battle- 
ships Illinois and Missouri, one sheathed 
battleship, two armored cruisers, ons pro- 
tected cruiser and the monitor, Arkansas. 
In addition to the two Pacific Mail steam- 
ers, we are building four steamers for the 
Morgan line. We are now emploving 
6,800 men, and before many days we shall 
have 7,000 on the rolls. 

Other firms are doing an equal 
amount of business, and on both sides 
of the continent unusual activity pre- 
vails in shipbuilding circles. Perhaps 
never before in the history of this 
country has the Ifke been known.

J. Redding, who writes the following re- 
ply: 

Editor Constitution—I thank you for the op- 
portunity to so reply to Messrs, H. G. Hastings 
& Co., that both the letter and my rejoinder 
may appeur together. 

The writer of the letter (Mr. H. G. Hastings) 
evidertiy has not fead all of the articles on the 
subject that have recently appeared in your 
columns; or he has somewhat misapprehended 
the real ‘‘bone of contention.’’ ,In my article 
in the dafly of May 26th, which also appeared 
in the weekly of the following day, I saub- 
stantially anticipated the information now 
repeated in Mr. Hasting’s letter in regard to 
the popular history of ‘‘Cheat’’ and its ex- 
ploitation by Willard more than fifty years 
ago. In fact, I uséd. almost the same language 
how employed by Mr. Hustings. I am famfliar 
with the botany of Bromus Untoloides (Rescue 
grass) and Bromus Secalinus (‘‘Cheat’’) and 
have now growing the first named, and also 
several other species of Bromus, including the 
common ‘‘Cheat,’’ soft ‘‘Cheat,’’ ete. If I had 
not possessed some accurate knowledge of the 
subject, the information so courteously supplied 
by Mr. Hastings would have been even more 
highly appreciated. 

If Mr. Hastings will now read the artfcle 
above reférred to (daily, May 26th), and one 
that I have already sent in for next Sunday’s 
issue, he will find that there is no issue be- 
tween Mr. Gammon and myself unless he shal] 
insist (which he has not done) that the grass 
about which he has been writing is not 
“Cheat.’’ I understand him as simply sticking 
to the original proposition that it is a valuable 
grass, even if it is ‘‘Cheat.”” I have not 
joined issue on that claim, since it is largely 
& matter of opinion, but have evinced a wil- 
lingness to ‘‘give the devil his due,’’ by ad- 
mitting that ‘‘Cheat’’ hay, according to analy- 
sis, is practically as good as Timothy hay, and 
that possibly Cheat may, after all, receive 
recognition as a valuable grass, especially if it 
will lay aside (‘‘quit its meanness’’) the habits 
which have given it a bad name and caused 
it to be classed as a pest. 

Mr. Hastings, however, boldly and unequiv- 
ccally denounces ‘‘Cheat, or Chess, as an un- 
mitigated pest,’’ while Mr. Gammon, whose 
cause Mr. Hastings: desires to champion, as 
emphatically affirms that the grass he has, 
whether it be ‘‘Cheat,’’ or what not, is the 
most valuable grass he has known and ‘‘is 
not a pest.’’ 

There now, gentlemen. The issue is joined 
between you and it is no longer ‘‘my fight.’’ 
I only unmasked Mr. “Cheat,’’ who was éeek- 
ing, undef an assumed name, recognition in the 
family of grasses, I will stand by, gentlemen, 
and ‘‘hold your coats.’’

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Cipher Code Typewriter. 


New York Commercial: For hundreds 
of years the brightest minds of all civ- 
ilized countries have been working to per- 
fect a cipher code that could not be acived 
and atthe same time might be revi 
ily translated. his government has 
spent thousands of do.lars to perfect each 
of the various codes used by the differ- 
ent departments, and vet’ what has been 
spent by this country is very small com- 
pared with the vast sums spent by Euro- 
pean governments to obtain oipher sys- 
tems which would defy the ingenuity of 
the sharpest spies in the world. 

Probably the, most complicated code 
used by the United States is the naval 
code, and the secret of this code is guard- 
éd. All the code books for the use of the 
officers are bound in lead so that in case 
of possible accident or capture they can 
be thrown overboard. When the Maine 
was sunk at Havana the whole naval 
department was in a state of the wild- 
est alarm until a diver found the code 
book in the captain’s cabin. 

During the Chinese troubles there was 
a constant fear lest the Chinese gov- 
ernment had-obtained a copy of Minister 
Conger’s code and was translating his 
messages. The government codes are 
made so complicated that when a mes- 
sage is received it takes houfs of work to 
make a translation of it, and yet with 
all the precautions that cah be taken 
there is always a possibility that there 
may be a slip some place and that the 
code may fall into outside hands. 

Very soon, however, the old, clumsy 
codes used by the different governments 
and the cipher codes of commerce will be 
largely a thing of the past. A simple Ilit-

‘THE NATIONAL CAPITAL 


Washington, June 7.—(Special.)—Ti- 
public eye has beeh wide open upon the 
membere of the United States supreme 
court for some time. The family of the 
chief justice has been plunged in anxiety 
for several months on account of* the 
severe illness of one of the daughters, 
and the devotion of Chief Justice and Mrs. 
Fuller has been most touching. On every 
pleasant afternoon the former has driven 
into the country, returning with a car- 
riage load of spring blossoms for the 
sick room. The chief justice ts a typical 
American father, indulgent and devoted, 
and the matrimonial troubles of three of 
his daughtérs have in no way lessened th 
raternal affection. The Fuller mansion is 
sufficiently commodious to accommodate 
all who wish to return with or without 
their familles and several attractive 
grandchildren are in evidence about the 
grounds of the Fuller home. 

Justice Brewer's contemplated marriage 
has Occasioned ho end of surprise and gos- 
sip. The news of his engagement leaked 
out In a most unaccountable manner, in 
proof that private as well as legislative 
hews Can escape the secrétive barriers of 
the supreme bench. When it became 
known that marriage was in the wind Jus- 
tice Brewer was forced to announce the 
lady’s name and thus satisfy the society 
gossips of Washington who have busied 
themselves with the supposed chagrin of 
Justice Brewer's married daughters. 

Now, it is 2 well known fact that Judg»%s 
Brown and Brewer are the wags of the 
supreme bench. Their names are ever 
associated together and they are a mod- 
ern David and Jonathan. They sharpen 
their wits at each other’s expense when- 
ever the opportunity presents itself and 
each testifies to the joy experienced when 
& joke can be perpetrated on the other. 
Without casting a direct suspicion upon 
Justice Brown, it is just possible that the 
news of Justice Brewer's love affair may 
bave emanated from the formef, becauke 
tpany persons in Washington remember 
the clever speech made by Justice Brown 
at a dinner party last winter, which ap- 
pears singularly pat in view of later de- 
velopments. 

Justice Brown was relating how he and 
his brether on the bench were frequently 
mixed up in «cach other's affairs by the 
similarity of the two names when writ- 
ten. He stated facetiously how he was 
the victim of this confusion and how of- 
ten their letters miscarried in conse- 
quence. Said he: 

“I confess to a willingness to read Jus* 
tice Brewer's love letters. I might even 
be induced to pay one of that distin- 
guished gentleman's hills, but I refuse 
positively to be responsible for Judge 
Brewer’s law.”’ 

The question presents itself, Is it barely 
positively possible that a love letter in- 
tended for Justice Brewer may have 
fallen, by mistake, in the hands of Jus- 
tice Brown? 


Recent developments at West Point pre- 
sent a few humorous conditions despite 
the tragic punishment of the offenders 
against that branch of the service. There 
appears to be scant sympathy. in army 
circles for the young men recently sus- 
pended and dismissed from the service, 
although certain congressmen have been 
obliged to dance two ways to one tune 
in the affair. 

The unhappy individuals were in part 
responsible for the decision to purify the 
conditions at West Point when the matter 
was before congress. As a result Secre- 
tary Root, backed by the president and 
those who constitute army influence, dis- 
missed and suspended both right and left 
and now come indignant protests from 
parents and friends. The protests fall 
with full force upon the congressmen, 
who, to satisfy their constituents, are 
expected to plead with the secretary of 
war and even the president for .clamency 
in certain cases. It: is rather embarrass- 
ing that these gentlemen must turn coat 
and take up the cause of the young of- 
fenders whom they previously agreed to 
punish and make an example of, ail for 
the sake of continuing to figure among 
the lawmakers of the country. If the 
men dismissed from the service who de- 
clare that the matter will be brought be- 
fcore the next congress could be induced 
to cast their eyes over the Congressivral 
Record of last year they might think 
twice tefore acting in this wise. 


Many women of the south have changed 
their ideas of what constitutes bad form 
within the last five years and this change, 


in one particular réspect, is due to the 
influence of Washington women. Not 
so véry long ago it was Gonsidered bad 
form to have one’s name appear in print. 
As a result."there was no social chront- 
cler of events south of Washington. Even 


‘in this city there was a decided antipa- 


thy against making public the affairs 
of women until it was recognised as a 
policy more to satisfy the gqneral craving 
for news of people in public life. Then 
even the women from the most conserva- 
tive south came to see the importance of 
their share of notoriety while their hus- 
bands held public office, and gradually 
they became accustomed to seeing them- 
selves in. print and ceased to be averse 
to it. In the last few years the south 
has been a topic that occupies the nov- 
elists, the artists and the social chron- 
iclers and nearly all the up-to-date maga- 
zines and Sunday papers devote much 
space to the women of the south. Their 
photographs appear in groups without 
giving offense to the fair originals. and 
one is free to suppose that to be known 
to the general public through the daily 
and monthly publications is no longer 
~ ys among the undesirable things af 
e. 


The great Ali Ferrouh, minister from 
Turkey, and his interesting family are to 
be with us no longer than the present 
month. They are going back to the land 
of seclusion where the captivating little 
wife of Ali Ferrouh will no longer have 
notions introduced into her pretty little 
head by emancipated acquaintances in 
America.

Madame Ali Ferrouh 
had had one little glimpse of society, and 
her lord and master feared she would out- 
wit him to obtain a greater knowledge of 
American customs. It all happened in 
this way. Last winter an enterprising 
and inquisitive European exerted her- 
self to please the Turkish minister with 
the result that she was invited to meet 
the latter’s wife, and, later on, recelved 
permission to entertain her in her own 
home, the condition. being that no man 
would have a glimpse of Madame Ali Fer- 
rouh. Nothing was said about an efter- 
tainment of any sort, the minister sup- 
posing his wife invited to make a simple 
visit at mid-day. The clever European, 
being charmed with the Turkish woman, 
resolved to give her one taste of fem- 
inine emjoyment, so she invited upward 
of twenty women to an elaborafe lunch- 
eon to meet the little orlental. The ap- 
pointments were very elegant, although 
the serving was done entirely by women. 
Madame Ali Ferrouh, being conversant 
with the French language, was able to 
converse with nearly every one present, 
and she completely captivated the other 
guests at the luncheon. She so far for- 
got her reserve as to play and sing most 
delightfully after lunch, and her car- 
riage remained so long in waiting and she 
herself remained so long away from 
home that Ali Ferrouh became rather 
excited. It was all very beautiful for 
the little recluse, but it proved to be her 
one and only appearance in society, and 
an event she will remember to the end 
of her secluded life. 

There is a charming baby in the family 
—a& young man that has nothing langor- 
ous about his lungs—and like the neigh- 
borhood babies, he has a colored mammy 
for his nufse. The Turkish minister 
is very proud of his heir, and struts 
about the walks of Cleveland park, where 
the legatign is situated, in close attend- 
ance upon the stylish perambulator and 
its dusky attendant... Little Madame Alf 


‘Ferroéuh can only peep through the cur- 


tains of her apartment to see her son, 
thus taking the air, but she hag a com- 
panion in seclusion, a sister of the min- 
ister, who is about to return to Turkev 
to become the wife of a man she has 
never beheld, but who has been selected 
by her parents during her absence as her 
futife lord and master. He will not 
see his bride until after the m‘rriage 
ceremony, thourh she will have the ad- 
vantage of a few peeps at him through 
the eye holes in her veil. This all seems 
very dreadful to us, and perhaps to the 
Turkish women it is not as altogether de- 
sirable as before they learned a thing or 
two in Washington.

Dr. Ira C. Remsen, who was recently 
elected president of Johns Hopkins uni- 
versity to succeed Dr. Daniel Coit Gil-: 
man, is one of the ablest scholars and 
educators America has produced. Born 
in New York city on February 10, 1546, 
Dr. Remsen was graduated from the 
College of the City of New York in 1866. 
He next attended the Columbia college 
medical school, receiving the degree of 
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DR. IRA C.. REMSEN. 
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M.D. He is also a postgraduate student 
of Munich and Goettingen the latter in- 
stitution conferring the degree of Ph.D. 
Columbia made him an LL.D. in 1893 and 
Princeton in 1896. He is a member of 
the National Academy of Sciences and 4 
foreign member of the Chemical Society 
or London. His first professorship wus 
at Williams college, where he held the 
chair of chemistry from 1872 to 1876. In 
1879 he founded The American Chemical 
Jcurna! and has been its editor ever Since. 
Upon the foundirg of Johns Hopkins in 
1876 Dr. Remsen resigned his chair at 
Williams to occupy a similar one in the 
new university.

Damage in Sum of $12,000 
Claimed by Carolina Mil 


QUITE UMQUE DECLARATION 


Petitioner Claims That Cotton Con- 
tracted for at Prices Before the 
Boom Began Was Not De- 
‘livered by Georgia

A suit for $12,000 growing out of the sud- 


den rise in the price of cotton last fall. | 


was filed yesterday in the United States 
court. The Pelzer Manufacturing Compa- 
ny, of Pelzer, 8. C., is suing H. C. Poul- 
lain, a cotton buyer.of Harmony Grove, 
Ga. for failure to deliver 1,900 bales of 
cotton contracted for at the market price 
of 8% cents a pound. 

The suit is unique for the reason that 
nothing of the kind has developed before 
in the courts in recent years. The Pelzer 
Manufacturing Company is represented 
in its declaration by FE. A. Smyth, gen- 
eral manager, who wil! be remembered as 
one of the foremost southern members 
of the United States industrial commis- 
sion. 

The declaration sets forth that H. C. 
Poullain contracted to deliver to the Pel- 
zer mills in Octg@ber, November and -De- 
cember of 1900 simething like 1,900 ba‘es 
of cotton, the price agreed upon being the 
market price, ranging at the time of the 
contract from 8% to 8% cents. The price 
of the cotton ordered at these figures 
would have amounted practically to $78,000. 

In the meantime, it is alleged, the mar- 
ket price advanced to 9% cents and even 
higher, and H. C. Poullain refused to de- 
liver the material at contract price. On 
December Sist the price of the 1,900 bales 
had gone up to $90,000, and the Pelzer com- 
pany claims in its suit to be damaged in 
the sum of $12,000, or the difference be- 
tween the market price when the contract 
Was made and the price of the cotton on 
December 3ist. The petitioners are rep- 
resented by Smyth, Lee & Frost and 
Barkham & Watkins, of Anderson, 8. C. 

It is expected that the answer to the 
petition wi'l be along the line that the 
contract was not a bona fide agreement. 

The Pelzer Manufacturing Company 
operates one of the largest mills in the 
South Carolina cotton district. 

This suit is expected to develop some in- 
teresting facts, while the cotton mill men 
look for a decision in the case that will 
settle such issues and establish a prece- 
dent, 


HARRIS SUES FOR $5,000.

The police have succeeded in running 
down a startling case-of child desertion 
in which he relatives of the child, 
cording to its own story, suddenly left 
the city for unknown parts while the 
little girl, Lilly Elliott, was attending 
school. : 

Yesterday morning Officer Gloer, who 
is doing special detail work, was. noti- 
fied that a child had been given shelter 
at No. 161 Wells strect, who was either 
lost or deserted. The officer found that 
George Gann resided at 161 Wells street, 
and that with his family a little girl 
had been given a temporary home. 

Gann told the officer that the child 
went to his home Thursday. and ‘said 
she had been deserted by her step-moth- 
er, and nowhere to go. 

“I gave her a home,” stated Gann, 
“and had the police notified.”’ 

The ‘child told Officer Gloer that her 
name was Lilly Elliott, and her agé was 
eight years. She then went into a de- 
tailed account of herself, which was 
about as sensational as a story of deser- 
tion might: well be. 

She had all sorts of chapters about 
dead father, cruel step-mother, deser- 
tion and starvation to relate. 

May All Be a Fairy Tale. 

The little girl was taken to the police 
barracks while the officer continued the 
investigation by going to the place the 
child said she lived until Thursday last, 
and where her father died two weeks 
ago. No such people were found at the 
number given, and no man had died there 
recently. It began to dawn upon the 
officer that perhaps his little waif was 
a teller of fairy tales, and he went to 
Chief Ball and ltaid the whole matter 
before him. The chief directed that 
the child be taken to the Home for the 
Friendless, and there little Lilly Elliott 
is at present, and where she will re- 
main until something more definite can 
be ascertained about her history. 

The child was shabbily dressed, wear- 
ing an old calico skirt: ‘She was bare- 
footed and bare-headed, and a mass of 
tangled brown hair hung over her shoul- 
ders. Her eyes are. blue and they look 
at you with such an expression of so- 
lemnity when she is talking that it is 


hard not to believe every word she ut-: 


ters. 
The Story Lillie Tells. 

To a-reporter of The Constitution she 
gave the following remarkable account of 
herself: 

“T used to live at No. 6 Ella street 
with my father and step-mother, Mrs. 
Mary Elliott. My father, whose name 
was Sam D.. Elliott, died two weeks ago. 
I used to have a nice time when my 
father was living, but it wasn’t so nice 
after he died. My step-mother sold all 
the furniture in the house after my fath- 
er died, and yesterday she told me to 
get ready to go to school. I got my 
books and went to the Walker street 
school. When I returned home after 
school I found the house locked up and 
nobody there. The neighbors told me 
that my step-mother had gone to Texas. 
I was alone in the world, and I went 
about begging somebody to give me a 
home. I found Mr. Gann and he let me 
stay there. His wife treated me all 


right.”’ 
When asked why she was bare-headed 


and barefooted, and how she went to 
school that way, she replied: 

“T always go to school bare-footed in 
summer. 1 was bare-headed because I 


left my cap at school.”’

“That little girl has either been very 


greatly wronged,’’ says the officer, ‘‘or 
she is one of the finest romancers that 
I have ever struck up with.”

Exercises Were Simple. 

The exercises were simple and very 
short, but varied in nature and highly en- 
tertaining to those present. A prayer by 
the class in concert opened the pro- 
gramme, the musical numbers of which 
were an especial feature. Professor Da- 
vis conducted the several large cho- 
ruses. 

Miss Aline Clayton’s essay, of a vale- 
dictory nature, pleasingly read, voiced 
the affection of the class for their alma 
mater and their good fellowship for one 
another. 

The chief feature of the occasion was 
the pantomime chorus and recitation, 
which were very effective and which re- 
ceived appreciative applause from the 
audience. Pink ¢alcium lights added to 
the effect. 

Major Slaton announced the pro- 
gramme. Hoke Smith delivered the 
diplomas. Mr. Smith made an appeal in 
behalf cf the public schools to the audi- 
ence present, to the parents of the chil- 
dren and to the public at large. He pre- 
sented in a plain, business way the ex- 
act situation of the Atlanta school sys- 
tem, the deplorable condition of which 
wer fully known to Mr. Smith as presi- 
dent of the board of education. His ex- 
position of the situation did not tend to 
gloss over the serious nature of the city’s 
needs and duties in respect to her 
schools. 

“For seven years before last year,’’ said 
Mr. Smith, “not qa single public school 
was added to the city. The increased 
demand for seats had to be met by rent- 
ing small houses near several schools. 
In one instance, at the Boulevard school 
annex, the children were literally washed 
out of their schoolroom when heavy rains 
came, so poor were their accommoda- 
tions. 

“Individual instruction is out of the 
question when a single teacher has sixty 
children in one class.’’ 

Mr. Smith went on to explain the inade- 
quacies of the school appropriation, and 
the absolute impossibility of accommo- 
dating the increase demand for places in 
the public schools in the fall under pres- 
ent conditions. 

He made a direct and urgent appeal to 
the public, the voters and taxpayers to 
pack up the city council in their dispos!- 
tion to increase the school facilities. 

Rests with the People. 

Mr. Smith made no criticism of council, 
but he said it rested with the people them- 
selves to see that their children had the 
best of educational advantages. Atlanta 
is the cnly city of its size who devotes 


such a niggardly pmgmortion of her reve- 
nue to pwbiic cal ion. Where other 
cities Ifke Clevelanc, Cincinnati, St. 
Louis and Kansas City apply 33 1-3 per 
cent of taxation to school purposes At- 
lanta doles out the paltry sum of 1? per 


cent, 

Of an appropriation of $172,000 from the 
city ard $40.00 from the state, which to- 
gether would be none too sufficient, the 
state pays its rightful share, which is 
straightway appropriated by the city and 
then reappropriated as school funds, mak- 
ing the actual amount paid by the city 
only $132,009, instead of $172,000 as it should 
be. It seems that the city council has 
no just power to appropriate state funds 
in this way. 

The outlook for the coming year, ac- 
cording to Mr. Smith, is highly distress- 
ing. From 75 to’ 100 applicants will surely 
have to te turned away from the Girlé’ 
High school alone, and these, the children 
of the taxpayers, who have a right to de- 
mand proper educational opportunities 
from as prosperous a city as Atlanta. 
There is only money enough to pay some 
of the teachers up to December under 
the present eppropriation. After that 
if there is no more money to pay them 
they cannot be kept. Even at present a 
cut of 7% per cent is necessary to stretch 
the limited funds over the increased 
necessities. In other words a teacher 
who occupies a place supposed to pay a 
salary of $1,200 actually receives but 
$1,120, or $80 less than the proper amount. 

Added to this the demand for added de- 
partments of manual sciences, industrial 
and domestic sciences, etc., are greatly 
needed in the school system. 

Mr. Smith’s speech put the cage in the 
etrongest’ possible terms and brought 
home to every thinking person present 
the urgent necessity of immediately in- 
creased schol facilities,

KEENE’S CAP AND BELLS II 


TAKES THE 


ENGLISH OAKS 


London, June 7.—Another of Britain’s 
great racing trophies has been captured 
by America, Foxhall P. Keene having 
won the Oaks with Cap and Bells II, 
ridden by Milton Henry. The owner, 
horse and jockey are all thoroughbred 
Americans, so the victory was not di- 
luted, as it was in the case o fthe derby. 
Yesterday long odds were obtainable 
against the American horse, but the 
odds shortened this morning until Cap 
and Bells II stood at the head of the 
list and started at 9 to 4 against. The 
hollowness of th evictory detracted.from 
the interest in the race. Lord Elles- 
mere’s Kilwarlin-Sabra was second and 
Richard Croker’s Minnie Dee third. 

“I am very proud to be the first 
American to win the Oaks,” said Mr. 
Keene. ‘I bred the filly myself in Ken- 
tucky, so she was American-bred, owned 
and ridden.”’ 

Mr. Keene said he was not much of a 


gambler, but in this race he had put a 
big stake on Cap and Bells II and had 
told all his friends to do the same. 

“There was not an American at the 
course whom I have heard of that did 
not put his money on Cap and Bells,’’ he 
continued. ‘‘She was not heard of inthe 
betting a few days ago and came down 
from a long price to 9 to 4." 

Mr. Croker, although he had a horse 
in the race, backed Cap and Bells and 
numerous commissions were cabled from 
New York. Mr. Keene is believed: to 
have won £10,000 in wagers. He an- 
nounced that half the £4,500 purse would 
go to oLndon hospitals and the rest to 
hospitals in the United States. 

Today’s triumph is regarded by Mr. 
Keene as only the beginning of the vic- 
tories of Cap and Bells Ll. 

‘‘Her victory today,’’ he said, ‘‘was 
one of the easiest ever seen in the Oaks. 
She is as good a sanything seen on an 


English race course since La Fleche.”

Major Smyth To Inangurate Improve. 
ments After duly 1. 
HEIASKS FOR FOUR CARRIERS 


Application Has Been Made To De- 
partment in Weshington. — 


FOUR CLERKS WILL ALSO BE ADDED 


Bids for Improvements of Custom 
House Will Be Opened Tuesday 
by Collector Rucker. 


Major William H. Smyth, the postmas- 
ter, will inaugurate another improvement 
in the postoffice service of Atlanta with 
the beginning of the fiscal year, July Ist. 

The improvement consists of an adéi- 
tion to both the letter carrier force and 
the force of clerks. Major Smyth has 
made application to the. postoffice depart- 
ment in Washington for four new Car- 
riers and it is expected that a reply will 
be received from thé department in @ 
short time. He presented the needs of 
the Atlanta office in a clear manner and 
strongly urged the absolute necessity for 
an addition of.four carriers. 

The Atlanta office is steadily growing 
in importance and this fact, together with 
the marked gain in receipts which will be 
shown at the end of the present fiscal 
year, June 30th, will Hkely convince the. 
officials in Washington that an increased 
earrier force is essential to the proper 
handling of the free delivery business 
here. If the four new carriers are put on 
it will mean the promotion of the four 
substitutes oldest in service, and the ap- 
pointing of the same number of new sub- 
etitutes. | 

The regular force at present consists of 
fifty-five carriers, and if the plan of Ma- 
jor Smyth is successful the number will 
be incréased to fifty-nine. The substi- 
tutes number twelve. 

There are seventy-four clerks and other 
employees, which number includes the 
sub-stations. In additions, 183 clerks re- 
ceive their pay at the. office who are 
employed on the outside. Major Smyth 
has not yet appointed the four new 
clerks, but two of them will be assigned 
to the main office, one to the money or- 
der department and one to the registry 
department. 

Major Smyth is watchful of the needs 
of the office and as a result of his ef- 
forts many improvements have gone on 
record. Since he took charge of the office 
in 1897 he has succeeded in adding four- 
teen carriers, which is an excellent rec- 
ord for four years. 

Collector Rucker, of the internal reve- 
nue department, and who is also cus- 
todian of the custom house, will open 
bids in his office Tuesday afternoon at 2 
o'clock for the remodeling of the build- 
ing. . 

The bid selec <d will be forwarded to 
Washi on and the contract will be let 
by the officials there.

Cuban Statistics. 

Boston Herald: The _ report of vital 
statistics of thé city of Havana for the 
year 1900 by Major W. C. Gorgas, the 
chief sanitary officer, furnishes a num- 
ber of rather interesting facts. The 
death rate for the year of 24.40 per 
thousand is exceedingly satisfactory, 
and does not run much above the rate of 
mortality of Boston. There were during 
the year 1900 310 deaths from yellow 
fever in Havana, or about three times 
the number of the year previeus, but 
there: is reason for thinking that the 
new mothods of treatment introduced 
are likely to put an effective arrest upon 
the spread of this disease. It. is singu- 
lar that yellow fever appears to be a 
disease from which the colored people 
are largely exempted. The negroes in 
Havana who were struck down by it ap- 
pear to have been in every case colored 
people who had gone to Havana from 
the United States—that is, none of the 
native black population were infected. 
Even the Cubans were not. seriously 
troubled, as in Havana only nine cases 
of yellow fever of which Cubans were 
the victims were reported, and of these, 
three died. The greatest sufferers were 
the Spanish and the Americans. Nearly 
a thousand Spaniards are reported as 
yellow fever cases, and‘about a quarter 
of those who had the disease died of it. 
The number of Americans who were yel- 
low fever cases was roportionately 
larger, when the population in Havana 
of the two nationalities is considered, 
than in the case of the Spaniards; but 
the record of cures in the case of the 
Americans is more satisfactory than in 
the case of the Spaniards. The immi- 
grants coming to Havana during the 
year more in number than during 
any year, With one Ogee eagen of the past 
decade. Of the 24,124 who were reported 
21,203 were Spaniards, the 2,921 others 
representing all the other nationalities, 
Taking th® population of Cuba into ac- 
count, this influx of Spaniards is rela- 
tively the same as if each year there 
came to the United States a million im- 
migrants from some single country. We 
imagine the result in this country of 
such an influx would be to give to the 
newcomers a decided influence in shap- 
ing our political future, and the same 
may hold true of the Spanish in Cuba. 


What’s in a Number? 

New York Sun: Comptroller Coler, in 
accepting honorary membership in the 
Thirteen Club, qualified by writing a let- 
ter In which he said: ‘‘When I first took 
the office of comptroller I found that the 
original number of my room was 13, 
but that my predecessor had changed it 
and put yp the number 14; not wishing 
to sail under false colors, I restored the 
13 to its original place over the door, 
where it has been ever since.’’

An im- 
portant point is the acreage question, regard- 
ing which The New York Journal of Commerce 
and Chronicle both agree with a very insig- 
nificant fraction despite the bear expectation 
of not far from |0 per cent increase. 

If the situation were as bad-in other sec- 
tions as in some Pgs of the Atlantic states 
the market would advance sharply. As it is,

LABOR TROUBLES 


CAUSE HESITATION 


New Operations Are Discouraged by 
Unsettled Conditions. 


A QUICK DECISION EXPECTED 


Trade Encouraged by Condition of 
Winter Wheat—Cotton Goods 
Market Is Animated,

New York, June 7.—R, G. Dun & Co.’s week- 
ly review of trade tomorrow will say: 

The labor situation in many parts of the 
country is still seriously unsettled, and con- 
stitutes a reason for hesitation in some indus- 
tries, discouraging new operations which sat- 
isfactory conditions would otherwise stimulate, 
But quick decision is to be expected in some 
of these labor controversies, and ip the mean- 
time trade is encouraged by reports of a 
satisfactory condition of winter wheat over 
a large portion of the country, As for spring 
wheat, the crop was put in under very favor- 
‘able conditions, and there have been few un- 
satisfactory reports.

Labor controversies have become the factor 
of greatest importance in the leading manu- 
facturing industries. Counting, perhaps, upon 
the urgency of orders and heavy losses which 
would be sustained by employers in case of 
suspension, the machinists made what were 
considered unreasonable demands by employers 
at many points, who have taken a determined 
stand and announced that the strikers’ places 
will be filled by non-union men on Monday if 
they fail to resume work. More quiet condi- 
tions” in the market and few new contracts 
make this action possible. As a rule, manufac- 
turers have not oe oe business beyond July 
ist and it looks as though they had been pre- 
paring for the conflict, 

Efforts to secure advances in grain by exag- 
gerated reports of damage to the growing crop 
have given place to more rational statements 
and the outlook is generally conceded to be 
full of promise, Speculative operations for 
a decline, however, are far from aggressive; 
the severe losses of the short interest thus far 
this season making traders extremely cautious, 
Abundant production in the United States does 
not necessarily mean weak prices. for Euro- 
pean crops are falling below expectations and 
foreign purchases continue heavy. 

Shipments of boots and shoes from Boston 
continue very large,- last week. exceed- 
ing the same week of 1900 by 20,000 cases, 
and since the year opened forwardings have 
been over 2,000,000 cases, far surpassing any 
previous record, - 

In ‘the market for cotton goods was exhibited 
greater animation thar at any previous time 
this seasdn. Other textile lines were helped 
—though less extensively, Better movement of 
domestic. goods and the consequent expecta- 
tion that mills would meed raw. material, to- 
gether with increased activity abroad, sus- 
tained ‘cotton.

Despite some irregularity, due to special con- 
ditions, the general trade situation shows an 
improvement, owing to better weather ani 
crop conditions in most sections: of the coun- 
try. In the east, the first real week of warm, 
sunny weather has been reflected in au im- 
proved retail demand for seasonable fabrics 
and wearing apparel, this in turn inducing 
more activity in jobbing lines of dry goods, 
shoes and other products. A measureable im- 
provement in crop conditions at the south, 
where, however, the cotton crop is still two 
weeks late, has yet to be reflected in most 
southern trade advices.

Committee on Revision Met for First 
Time Yesterday. 


MANY CHANGES SUGGESTED 


Col. uawton, Col. Wooten and Col. 
Napier Reach Atlanta. 


A STATE ENCAMPMENT ‘IS WANTED 


Troops of State in Favor of a Re-es- 
tadlishment of a Military 
Camp. 


The committee on military - revision, 
composed of Colone] A. R. Lawton, re- 
tired; Colonel William E. Wooten, of the 
Fourth regiment, and George M. Napier, 
judge advocate general, met yesterday 
afternoon in the office of Napier & Cox, in 
the Equitable building. The committee 
has before it the laborious task of revis- 
ing all the military laws of the state, 
some of them at the present time being 
conflicting, while others are obsolete. Be- 
fore beginning their work the members 
of the committee paid their respects to 
Governor Candler and Adjutant General 
Robertson, and in consultation with these 
officials a general discussion of the mili- 
tary code was indulged in. It was de- 
cided that Colone}] Napier should wnder- 
take the work of getting the old laws 
straightened out and framing the new 
laws. 

Governor Candler informed the com- 
mittee, all ‘the members of which are 
thoroughly famillar with the military 
laws, that the question of revision was 
left entirely to them and that their re- 
port would go direct to the military ad- 
visory board and thence to the general 
assembly. 

At the first meeting of the committec 
yesterday afternoon very little was ac- 
complished except a review of the stat- 
utes to which criticism has from time to 
time been directed, Today the members 
will meet again, but it is hardly prob- 
able that their work can be completed 
In this 
connection, Colonel Lawton, the ranking 
officer of the committee, stated that their 
recommendations would not be made pub- 
lic until after they had reached the hands 
of the advisory board. 

May Recommend Encampment. 

There is-a genera) desire among the 
men of the Fifth regiment that provision 
be made in the new law for an annual 
encampment of troops. Up to a few years 
ago the different wegiments went yearly 
to an encampment, but recently no ap- 
propriation for this outing has been made 
by the legislature. Governor Candler is 
believed tp be heartily in favor of the re- 
establishment of the state camp. Before 
the committee began its work, Colonel 
Napier wrote to all the officers of the 
state asking for suggestions. Many re- 
plies have been received and the revision 
will be- undertaken as far as possible 
along the line of these suggestions. 

May Elect Adjutant General. 

One of the most important changes to 
be considered by the committee is that of 
electing the adjutant general of Georgia 
state troops, thereby taking the appoint- 
ment out of the hands of the governor. 


.No official who has ever. held the post of 


adjutant genera] has given more general 
satisfaction to the different regiments 
than has Colonel J. W. Robertson. The 
suggestion that the adjutant general be 
made elective instead of appointive is, 
therefore, not considered in any way a 
reflection on the present management of 
the office, but as a privilege which many 


officers of the state think they are enti- | 


tled to in future, 
Must Go to Legislature. 

The task of revising the military code 
will not be completed before the fall, 
when, after receiving the indorsement of 
the advisory board, the revised laws are 
to be submitted to the genera] assembly. 
A fight is expected in the legislature over 
any provision seeking to establish a mili- 
tary camp, but there are a great many 
friends of the militia in both brancnes 
of the legislature who are coun‘ed on by 
the troops of the state.

Law Prescribes a Penalty for the 
Failure To Make Returns by 
the First of July. 


Judge John R. Wilkinson, the ordinary, 
has about completed the sending out of 
notices to delinquent executors, admin- 
istrators, guardians and trustees, to 
make their returns, and already he is 


} securing results. 


It is stated that about seventy-five 
delinquents have put in an appearance at 
the office of the ordinary in the past few 
days. Some of the number ’*made returns 
on the estates of which they were in 
charge, but some of them made no re- 
turns, as disposition had been made of 
the estates. The total number of notices 
mailed was 1,100, and this number would 
be increased, but Judge Wilkinson states 
that the addresses of some of the delin- 
quents cannot be obtained. 


e law requires that the returns 


must be made by the first of July, and | 


specifies a penalty for those failing to 
comply. Judge Wilkinson says he in- 
tends to enforce the Jaw. It is expected 
that numbers of additional delinquents 
will réport before the end of the present 
month. 

The following is the notice sent out 
by Judge Wilkinson:

Dear Sir:—The law requires that you 
shall, on or before the regular term of 
the court of ordinary in July of each 
and every year, make return to said 
court, under oath, of your receipts and 
expenditures in behalf of the estate you 
represent during the preceding year, to- 
gether with a note or memorandum of 
any other fact necessary to the exhibi- 
tion of the true condition of such estate.

3416, Code of Georgia of 1895.)

REV. C. R. NISBET TO PREACH. 


Will Conduct the Initial Services for 
the Presbyterians on the East 
Side. 

“On last Sunday afternoon the Presbyte- 
rians on the east side met in the Jackson 
Hill Baptist church and effected an or- 
ganization under the most auspicious cir- 
cumstances. One hundred and seven per- 
sons were present. Mr. W. M. Everett 
was elected superintendent of the Sunday 
school and Mr. R. E. Adams assistant. 
No church organization will be attempted 
at present, but divine worship, conducted 
by some one of the Presbyterian minis- 
ters of the city, will be held on Sunday 
afternoons immediately following the 
Sunday school exercises, and on Thurs- 
day evenings at the prayer meeting ser-.

GUILTY ONES CAN BE FINED 


Shede Trees Are To Be Protected at 
Any Cost. 


FLOWERS MUST WOT BE PICKED 


Colonel Moyers Proposes That a Spe- 
cial Forester Be Employed To 
Look After the Trees. 


————, 


The city park commissioners are going 
to organize themselves into a society for 
the prevention of cruelty to trees. This 
is figuratively speaking, but the inten- 
tion is the same. 

From this time forward the commis- 
sioners are going to wage a relentless 
war on all persons‘who hitch their horses 
to shade trees or leave their animals so 
that they injure the trees. Cases will be 
made against such persons and they will 
be required to answer for their. wrong 
doing before the recorder. 

There is a city ordinance covering this 
matter, and City Warden Hunter has al- 
ready made a number of cases under the 
provisions of that law. Recorder Broyles 
has fined every one found guilty of of- 
fenses of this character, and his decisions 
in the past are an earnest of what he 
intends to do in every case of this kind. 

Section 1086 of the.city code reads as 
follows: 

‘‘Any person who shall wilfully destroy 
any shade tree, or who shall fasten any 
horse or anima] to any shade tree, or fas- 
ten or leave such horse or animal close 
enough to injure any shade tree in the 
city limits or in Piedmont park, or to any 
lamp post or fence within the city limits 
shall, upon conviction in the recorder’s 
court, pay a fine of not exceeding $2 and 
costs, or imprisonment not exceeding 
thirty days, and the police force shall in 
every case seize the horse or other ani- 
mal and retain it until the fine and costs 
are paid.’’ 

Hurt Proposes Action. 

During the meeting of the board of 
park commissioners yesterday afternoon 
Commissioner.» Joel Hurt brought this 
matter to the attention of his colleagues. 

“It has come to my attention,’”’ said 
he, “‘that many people are hitching their 
horses to shade trees. The animals de- 
stroy the bark and the limbs, so that 
the trees soon die. Is there no city ordi- 
nance covering this matter? If not, some 
law should be passed at once. I think 
the board should, through a committee, 
prepare a suitable, ordinance and request 
the. city council.to pass it.’’ 

Colonel Moyers stated that the city 
some time ago had turned all the city 
trees over to the care of the park com- 
missioners. 

“I think, however,’’ said he, ‘“‘that in 
doing so it was only contemplated that 
we should trim them and plant new ones 
where the old ones had died. I. don’t 
know whether or not we have the author- 
ity to pass ordinances regulating the uses 
of trees, but I think the matter should by 
all means be brought to the attention of 
the city council. No. one should be al- 
lowed to ruin the handsome trees that 
beautify the city.’’ 

Colonel Moyers stated in that connec- 
tion that it would be a good idea for the 
board to put qa special man in charge of 
the shade trees all over the city that they 
might be kept.in perfect condition. Mr. 
Hurt called attention to the work of 
linemen who strung wires. He said that 
in some cases these men, in order to give 
their wires plenty of room, had delib- 
erately chopped off the top of fine shade 
trees. He stated that this not only 
ruined the looks of the trees, but in many 
instances caused the trees to die. 

The secretary of the board was re- 
quested to write to the park commission- 
ers in several of the larger cities for 
copies of rules governing parks, that the 
Atlanta board might learn exactly how 
such matters were regulated elsewhere. 
Mr. Hurt said that Mr, Inman, who is 
building a business block on the corner 
of Mitchell and Madison streets, wished 
to know if the trees along the sidewalk 
might not be removed. The matter was 
referred to the committee on shade trees. 

Will Save the Flowers. 

Commissioner Hurt also’ wished the 
board to take some action that woud 
protect the flowers and_ ghrubs 
in Inman Park. He. said he had 
learned that children were in the habit 
of picking flowers, and thought that they 
should be stopped... Copies of the rules 
adopted by the board will be posted in 
conspicuous places all over the park, and 
the officers on duty In that section of the 
city will be acked to see that the rules are 
obeyed. The chief of police will be noti- 
fied about the matter. 

Superintendent Seals reported that the 
flower beds on North avenue had been 
over-run by dogs and cows and the plants 
considerably damaged. 

The members of the board agreed to 
meet next Monday afternoon at 5:30 
o’clock for the purpose of visiting Grant 
Park in a body to gee the new brick sewer 
that is being constructed through the 
grounds to carry off the overflow water. 
Assistant City Engineer Wilson appeared 
before the board and stated that the 
work of building the sewer was about half 
completed. He said there was yet 1,300 
feet to construct, and that the contract- 
crs would build about 100 feet a day. He 
said the rain had interfered with the 


| work scmewhat dtiring the past week. 


During the meeting a resolution was 
propesed and adopted requesting the di- 
rector of the Georgia State Band to sup- 
ply the city daily papers with copies of 
the musical progremme of the concerts 
which are given at Grant Park. 

Four members of the park board were 
present at the,.meeting yesterday. They 
were Colonel W. T. Moyers, chairman; 
Walter Ormond, secretary; Joel Hurt and 
I. §S. Mitchell. Colonel Moyers stated 
that Commissioner Grady would not be 
able to attend on account of the illness 
of his son.
